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country,  or  the  benefit  they  may  derive  from 
whatever  improvement  may  be  carried  on, 
or  was  it  intended  only  for  the  special  ad- 
vantage of  a  few  companies  and  individuals 
holding  large  tracts  of  land,  making  other 
people — poor  men  struggling  to  make  their 
way  in  the  world— pay  for  them  ?  We  con- 
fess that  it  appears  to  us  very  much  like  it. 

Another  very  great  source  of  dissatisfac- 
tion lies  in  the  fact  of  so  large  a  portion  of 
the  real  estate  around  in  the  districts  of  Vic- 
totia  being  in  the  hands  of  absentees.  We 
cannot  conceive  any  circumstance  having  a 
more  blighting  influence  on  the  progress1 
of  any  country  than  this  very  fact.  It  is 
bad  enough  to  have  a  dog  in  the  manger 
living  in  our  midst,  but  when  we  rind  them 
playing  that  game,  and  spending  the  pro- 
ceeds in  a  foreign  country,  it  is  asking  too 
much.  Morally,  we  can't  see  any  light  in  a 
man  hoarding  property  to  be  improved  at 
hi*  neighbor's  expense  ;  and  every  one  does 
so  who  keeps  himself  ont  of  the  community 
where  his  laud  is  situated.  If  he  were  in  our 
midst  he  would  be  a  consumer,  and  most 
likely  a  producer—  would  make  improve- 
ments, and  the  country  would  have  the  bene- 
fit  of  his  labor  and  oapital.  By  his  absence 
this  is  all  lost,  and  in  addition,  he  very  often 
draws  out  of  the  country  oonsideiable  sums 
m  the  shape  of  rent. 

It  appears  to  us  that  the  inequality  at  pre- 
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of  the  Road  Act. 


There  is  no  subject  of  more  importance 
to  a  new  community  than  the  enactment 
of  proper  provisions  for  the  construction  and 
maintenance  of  good  public  roads  and 
thoroughfares.  They  must  be  bad  at  what- 
ever cost.  Property  is  utterly  useless  and 
unavailing  without  them,  They  are  the 
veins  and  arteries  through  whose  channel 
life  is  infused  into  any  locality.  No  com- 
fort, no  convenience,  no  progress  can  be  ex- 
pected where  they  are  neglected.  Every 
individual  must  therefore  feel  interested  in 
the  condition  and  prospects  of  our  highways, 
and  the  working  of  the  system  under  which 
they  are  at  the  present  time  managed.  We 
are  sorry  to  learn  that  matters  are  not  as 
satisfactory  as  they  should  be.  Complaints 
are  becoming  more  frequent  of  the  various 
detects  which  are  found  to  exist  in  the  pre- 
sent Road  Act.  We  anticipated,  upon  the 
first  appearance  of  that  enactment,  that  it 
would  not  answer  the  purpose  sought  to  be 
gained  by  its  authors,  and  time  has  only 
only  realized  the  opinion  we  then  formed. 
t  From  all  sides  the  Commissioners  are  sub- 
*  jected  to  considerable  annoyance  from  the 
dissatisfaction  existing  on  account  of  the  de- 
defioiences  disclosed  by  the  carrying  out  of 
the  present  system.  Trie  chief  fault  found 
seems  to  be  in  the  unfairness  of  the  principle 
by  which  the  imposition  of  statute  labor  is 
now  regulated.  The  sixth  section  of  the 
Act  provides  that  "  every  male  person  above 
eighteen  years  of  age  permanently  resident, 
and  every  male  or  female  being  entitled  to 
any  interest  in  any  real  estate  in  any  of  the 
Road  Districts,  shall  perform  six  days  labor 
upon  the  public  highway  of  the  District  in 
which  be  or  she  shall  reside  or  have  such 
interest  Is  aforesaid,  and  if  entitled  to  any 
interest  as  aforesaid  in  more  than  one  hun- 
dred acres,  for  every  ailditional  one  hundred 
acres,  or  part  of  one  hundred  acres,  in  which 
he  or  she  shall  nave  such  interest  aforesaid, 
two  extra  days  labor  for  each  additional  one 
hundred  acres,  or  portion  of  one  hundred 
acres."  The  statute  labor  may  be  also  done 
by  substitution,  or  may  be  compounded  for 
before  the  Commissioners  at  the  cash  rate  of 
six  shillings  and  three  pence  per  man  per 
day.  It  will  by  this  be  perceived  that  a  per- 
son owning  a  lot  of  say  twenty  feet  frontage 
in  any  of  the  RoaVi  Districts  is  liable  to  an 
many  days'  labor  as  his  richer  neighbor  who 
can  boast  of  owning  one  hundred  acres. 
Any  man  with  the  least  pretentions  to  com- 

•  mon  sense  must  admit  that  the  latter  land 
owner  derives  far  more  benefit  from  anything 
done  to  improve  the  roads  in  his  District 
than  his  poorer  neighbor.  Why  should  a 
man  be  taxed  at  all  unless  it  bo  to  compel 
him  to  contribute  to  the  expense,  of  the 

•  benefits  of  which  be  is  the  recipient  by  his 
residence  in  the  community?  And  surely 
no  prinoiple  could  be  fairer  or  more  equit- 
able than  that  he  should  be  taxed  in  propor- 
tion to  the  advantage  he  derives  and  the 
interest  he  has  in  the  country.  Now,  who 
will  deny  that  the  owner  of  a  hundred  acres 

^Vthe  roads  leading  out  of  Victoria,  for  in- 
Wince,  and  close  by  the  city,  is  not  more 
benefited  in  the  increased  value  of  his  prop- 
erty than  the  proprietor  of  a  Pule  lot  in 
Eeqnimalt.    Take  the  property  of  the  Puget 
Sound  Company,  for  example.    We  suppose 
that  not  an  aore  of  that  oan  be  bought  for 
less  than  £20,  if  indeed  for  so  little.  That 
would  give  £2000  as  the  value  of  100  acres. 
On  the  other  band,  we  may  set  down  the 
value  of  a  small  lot  in  Esquimalt  at  £50. 
One  may  easily  calculate  how  many  £50  lots 
could  be  carved  out  of  the  100  acres  just  men- 
tioned.  Yet,  absurd  to  say,  the  little  town 
lot  and  100  acre  lot  are  each  liable  for  the 
same  number  of  days'  labor  on  the  roads,  or 
to  the  same  commuted  tax  of  SO  37>j,'.  But 
this  is  not  all.    When  a  man  has  more  than 
100  acres,  one  would  naturally  suppose  that 
he  ought  . to  contribute  proportionately  for  all 
above  thai  quantity.    A  man  is  bound  to 
give  six  daya'  labor  fur  any  quantity  under 
100  acres  ;  why  not  give  twelve  days  for  any- 
thing between  100  and  200acres,and  eighteen 
a  days  for  any  number  of  acres  between  200 
.  and  300  acres,  and  so  on.    That  would  be 
the  legitimate  oourse  to  pursue  if  the  princi- 
ple upon  which  the  Act  was  compiled  were 
consistently  carried  out.  If  lOOaeres  be  sup- 
posed liable  for  the  labor  tax  of  one  man, 
that  is  89  37,  by  what  process  of  reasoning 
ought  200  acres  to  pay  only  about  $13  AO, 
which  is  the  oaae  aa  the  law  now  stands  1 
Was  the  law  made  to  bear  equally  on  all 
classes  in  proportion  to  their  interest  in  the 


sent  existing  in  the  imposition  of  taxea  un 
der  the  Road  Act  might  be  remedied  some- 
what after  the  following  mode:  Consider 
every  male  resident  over  a  certain  age,  and 
leeident  in  any  district,  whether  he  has  pro- 
perty there  or  not,  as  liable  for  so  many 
days  statute  labor  or  commuted  tax,  and 
the'n  subject  every  piece  of  land  in  any  of 
the  Road  Districts  to  a  certain  number  of 
days'  tax  for  every  S100  or  S200  of  its  as- 
sessed market  value.  In  the  case  of  ab- 
sentee owners  let  the  tax  be  increased 
so  as  to  make  up  for  the  loss  occasioned  the 
country  by  their  absence  Irom  the  Province. 
The  above  changes  we  have  no  doubt  would 
place  the  matter  upon  a  proper  footing.  The 
principle  seems  far  more  capable  of  be- 
ing justly  applied  than  the  one  which 
now  prevails  ;  and  is  almost  certain,  if 
properly  carried  out,  to  be  productive 
of  far  greater  advantages  in  every  re- 
spect. As  matters  at  present  exist  in 
the  rural  districts  adjoining  the  city, 
the  proportion  of  inhabitants  to  the  extent  of 
land  is  very  small*  indeed,  and  we  conse- 
quently must  not  expect  to  be  able  to  derive 
much  of  our  taxes  from  the  population  sim- 
pi v  as  residents.  We  must,  therefore,  make 
the  land  bear  the  principal  burden,  and  bear 
it  iu  proportion  to  its  value.  There  can  be 
no  injustice  in  this.  Not  a  single  road  is 
made  but  the  value  of  the  property  adjoining 
it  ia  enhanced  in  value  tenfold.  A  man 
going  to  buy  a  farm  will  be  sure  to  try  and 
get  one  with  good  roads  leading  from  it  to 
his  market,  and  will  give  a  much  higher 
price  for  one  with  that  advantage. 

There  is  yet  pleuty  of  time  before  the 
close  of  the  present  sittings  of  the  House  of 
Assembly  to  effect  the  ulteraiions  and 
amendments  which  experience  lias  shown 
to  be  necessary,  and  we  hope  our  Road  Com- 
missioners will  exert  themselves  and  have 
the  matter  put  in  proper  shape. 

Emigration  from  Gkrmany  to  the  Brazils. 
Letters  from  Cologne  mention  the  passage  of 
large  bodies  of  emigrants  bound  for  Antwerp, 
where  they  are  to  be  shipped  for  the  Brazils. 
At  the  same  time  we  hear  of  districts  in  Pru9-  j 
sia  where  there  is  a  gtuat  seal  city  of  bands  for 
labor.  Tho  papers  attribute  the  emigration  to 
South  America  to  the  efforts  of  unscrupulous 
agents,  who  deceive  the  working  classes  by 
magnificent  promises,  in  fulfillment  of  which 
they  find,  upon  arrival,  an  unhealthy  climate, 
unsparing  task-masters,  and  endless  misery. 
A  mercantile  bouse  in  Antwerp  is  named  us 
being  actively  engaged  in  this  traffic,  and  as  j 
forwarding  cargo  after  cargo  of  unfortunate 
Germans  across  the  Atlantic  to  perish  in  the 
coffee  plantations  of  San  Paolo.  The  German 
press  makes  frequent  but  seemingly  fruitless 
eflbrts  to  counteract  the  culpable  manoeuvres 
by  which  these  unfortunate  people  are  inveigled 
from  their  native  country,  where  their  lot,  how- 
ever hard,  is  assuredly  belter  than  that  which 
awaits  them  across  the  ocean. 

Country  and  Town. — The  honest,  happy 
rustics  make  a  very  pretty  picture  ;  and  I  hope 
the  honest  rustics  arc  happy.  But  the  man 
who  earns  two  shillings  u  day  in  the  country, 
would  always  prefer  to  earn  five  in  the  town. 
The  man  who  finds  himself  bound  to  touch  his 
bat  to  the  squire  would  be  glad  to  dispense 
with  that  ceremony,  if  circumstances  would 
permit.  A  crowd  of  greedy-coated  town  arti- 
sans, with  grimy  hands  and  pale  faces,  is  not 
itself  delectable  ;  but  each  of  that  crowd  has 
probably  more  of  the  good  of  life  than  any 
rural  laborer.  He  thinks  more,  reads  more, 
feels  more,  sees  more,  hears  more,  learns  more, 
and  lives  more.  It  is  through  great  cities 
that  the  civilization  of  the  world  has  pro- 
gressed, and  the  charms  of  life  been  advaneed. 
Man  in  bis  rudest  state  begins  in  the  country, 
and  in  his  most  finished  state  may  retire  there. 
But  the  battle  of  the  world  has  to  be  fought 
in  tbe  cities. —  Irollojit's  North  America. 

Virginia  State  Stocks. — The  London 
Times  has  the  following  remarks  on  the  un- 
paid dividends  on  Virginia  State  stocks  held 
abroad  : 

The  dividend  on  the  Virginia  State  debt, 
due  here  in  sterling  on  tbe  1st  instant,  has 
not  been  paid,  the  answer  being  'hno  funds." 
This  result  is  only  such  as  must  have  been 
apprehended,  since  the  State  is  overrun  and 
its  oapital  besieged  by  the  Federal  forces. 
It  is  to  be  hoped,  however,  that  when  these 
farces  shall  have  occupied  Richmond,  and 
assumed  control  of  the  property  of  the  State, 
the  authorities  at  Washington  will  recognise 
that  in  seising  the  property  they  must  also 
assume  its  liabilities,  ana  that  their  first 
duty  is  to  see  to  the  payment  of  those  foreign 
claims  which  they  have  prevented  the  Se- 
cessionist officials  from  discharging.

THE  REBKLS  PUSHING  NORTH. 

The  steamer  Eliza  Anderson,  Capt.  Flem- 
ing, arrived  at  6  o'clock  this  morning,  bring- 
ing news  from  the  seat  of  war  to  Sept.  Cth. 

The  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  Union 
Pacific  Railroad,  met  in  Chicago.  Sept.  2d. 

Tbe  Federal  forces  wcro  defeated  at  Rich- 
mond, Ky.,  and  fled  in  confusion,  fulling  back 
upon  Covington. 

Cincinnati  is  also  threatened  by  Humphrey 
Marshall,  with  some  30,000  rebels. 

Banks  is  reported  to  have  arrived  at  Cen- 
treville  with  his  command  safe. 

Federal  Generals  Stevens  uud  Kearney,  are 
reported  killed. 

Sigel  was  wounded  in  the  right  baud  in  the 
recent  battles  near  Bull  Run. 

Rumors  uud  stories  of  the  most  extravagant 
character  prevail,  but  are  not  traceable  to  uuy 
reliable  source. 

The  Federals  ore  being  largely  reinforced. 

Gen.  McCiellan  has  been  aligned  to  the 
fortifications  of  Washington. 

Poindexter,  the  Missouri  guerrilla,  has 
been  captured  and  sentenced  to  death  as  a 
spy. 

It  is  rumored  that  tbe  guerrilla  Forest, 
with  his  whole  force  bave  been  captured  near 
Alexandria,  Kentucky- 

The  foreign  news  is  pacific.  All  English 
journals  have  modified  their  articles  on  the 
Rebellion. 

New  York,  Sep!.  5.— New  Orleans  papers 
of  Aug.  25th.,  do  not  mention  the  surrender 
of  tbe  Forts  below  the  city.  Reports  to  that 
effect  are  undoubtedly  false. 

The  troops  from  Baton  Rouge  were  en- 
camped near  Carrolton.  The  city  continued 
healthy. 

Warhington,  Sept.  4.— It  has  been  as- 
certained that  rebels  in  recent  engagements 
did  not  fignt  with  their  entire  force,  having 
a  powerful  reserve  to  be  made  use  of  as  ex- 
ifiencies  may  require.  The  most  reliable 
among  tbe  conflicting  reports  is  that  the 
rebel  force,  comdrising  at  a  guess  100.000 
men,  were  still  moving  through  Thoroughfare 
Gap,  branching  off  into  the  Valley  and 
striking  up  toward  Harper's  Ferry. 

Paroled  prisoners  say  rebels  express  confi- 
dence of  crossing  into  Maryland  in  heavy 
force.  In  the  coarse  of  a  few  days  they  will 
doubtless  make  the  attempt. 

Qaite  a  number  of  officers  are  in  the  city 
including  Gens.  Pope  and  Sumner. 

Five   rebel  scouts  crossed  yesterday  at  j 
Edward's  Ferry,  and  were  seen  at  Poolsville. 
They  did  not  remain  long.    Such  reconnois- 
sance  is  thought  to  be  frequent. 

A  regiment  of  cavalry  was  at  Edward's 
Ferry  yesterday,  and  amused  themselves  by 
saluting  our  men  on  the  Maryland  side  with 
their  field  pieces,  doing  no  damage. 

Washington,  Sept.  5. — The  city  main- 
tains usual  quiet.  There  is  nothing  new 
from  the  front ;  feeling  of  security  every- 
where prevails. 

Bornside's  troopr  nre  by  this  time  in 
proper  position. 

Washington,  Sept.  5th. — From  careful 
calculation,  it  is  believed  our  wonnded  in 
recent  battles  will  not  exceed  6,000.  The 
prisoners  will  not  exceed  2,000,  principally 
taken  while  stragling.  All  of  them  have 
been  paroled. 

Chicago,  Sept.  5th. —  Dispatches  from 
Cincinnati  to-day,  mention  no  change  in 
State  affairs  there.  Troops  from  various  por- 
tions of  tbe  State  arrive  constantly.  Citizens 
are  doing  all  that  is  reqnired  for  defense. 

It  seems  somewhat  doubtful  whether  it  is 
the  intention  ot  the  rebels  to  attack  this 
place.  Had  they  intended  to  do  so  they 
could  have  arrived  there  on  Wednesday  or 
yesterday.  Every  hour's  delay  on  their  part 
only  strengthens  the  city's  defence. 

A  special  to  the  New  York  World  says  : 
We  are  reliably  informed  and  believe  that 
on  Thursday  Secretary  Staunton  handed  in 
his  resignation  of  the  portfolio  of  Secretary 
ot  War,  which  was  promptly  accepted  by  t  he 
i  reniueiif,  niiu  1 1 n net  k  nsKeu  to  laxc  po^i. 
Halleck  accepted. 

Washington,  September  6th.— Most  of 
the  Union  people  about  Winchester  arid 
Leesburg  have  made  their  escapo  into  Ma- 
ryland ;  others  were  captured  by  secession- 
ists and  thrown  into  prison. 

Cincinnati,  Sept.  6th.— The  Times  which 
was  suppressed,  made  its  appearance  again 
to-day. 

A  bridge  of  boats  is  being  built  across  the 
river  at  tbe  foot  of  Walnut,  street — it  will  be 
completed  to-night. 

Citizens  are  required  to  be  in  their  houses 
at  nine  o'clock  in  the  evening. 

Troops  continue  to  pour  into  the  city. 

The  gunboats  are  constantly  patrolling  the 
river  for  miles  above  and  below. 

Washington,  Sep.  5th. — There  is  no  differ 
ence  whatever  in  the  belief  that  the  rebels  are 
extending  their  lines  into  valley  of  Virginia, 
with  a  view  to  cross  into  Morylaud. 

In  front  of  our  army,  yesterday,  six  or  eight 
miles  distant  from  our  most  extended  outposts, 
clouds  of  dust  and  other  appearances  indicated 
artillery  among  the  enemy,  and  the  sound  of 
cauoaading  for  a  short  period,  seems  to  con- 
firm this  ;  whatever  may  bo  the  fact,  no  dan- 
ger 1ms  resulted.  The  rebel  prisoners  now 
here,  represent  the  loss  of  the  enemy  in  recent 
battles  as  extremely  heavy.  The  estimate  of 
tbe  number  is  far  greater  than  tbe  suggested 
reports  of  the  loss  ou  our  side. 

A  rebel  mail  recently  captured  in  tbe  vicin- 
ity of  Fredericksburg,  confirms  the  report  of 
the  enemy's  losses,  especially  among  officers- 
including  Gen.  Ewell. 

Cincinnati,  Sept.  6— Dispatches  from  Pal- 
mouth  dated  this  morning,  any  scouts  report 
rebels  to  be  within  four  miles  of  that  place 
with  artillery. 

A  dispatch  from  Pomcroy,  Ohio,  says  Spen- 
cer, Roan  county,  Va.,  bos  surrendered  to  tbe 
rebels. 

Washington,  Sept.  4lb. — Rebels  appeared 
iu  force  at  Fall  Church,  Thursday  evening,  and 
drove  in  onr  pickets.  Our  artillery  wagon 
train  (ell  into  their  hands,  but  our  troops  ral- 


lied and  recovered  it  yesterday.  Rebels  fell 
back  shortly,  afterwards  going  towards  Lees- 
burg, 

New  Yc  rk,  8ept.  4th. — Ilerald'a correspon- 
dence says  a  detachment  of  New  York  mounted 
rifles  on  a  scoating  expedition  from  Suffolk, 
a  few  days  ago.  captured  near  South  Mills  a 
company  of  "rebels  with  a  train  ol  twenty- 
eight  wogons,  en  route  for  Richmond. 

Washington,  Aug.  30.— To-day's  Evening 
Star,  speaking  of -Friday's  battle  says:  It  was 
continued  by  the  corps  of  Heintzlemon,  McDowell 
and  Sigel,  against  the  rebels  numbering  60,000, 
consisting  of  Jackson  s  and  a  portion  of  BruRg's 
corps,  which  succeeded  in  getting  from  White 
Plains  through  Thoroughfare  Gap.  The  battle 
took  place  in  the  vicinity  of  Haymarket,  but  a  few 
miles  northwest  of  Bull  Ran.  Heintslemans  cav- 
alry earn*  up  with  tho  enemy's  rear  about  10a.  m., 
seven  miles  t>om  Centreville,  and  found  Stonewall 
Jackson  flgh  ing  with  McDowell  or  Sigel,  or  both 
on  the  right  Oar  informant  said  nothing  resulted 
from  to-day's  fighting,  which  though  continuous, 
has  not  been  bloody. 

Others  who  left  the  field  at  4  o'clock  said 
that  success  was  decidedly  in  favor  of  the 
Union  army,  which  pushed  the  rebels  success- 
fully on  both  wings.  An  impression  prevailed 
Unit  tbe  reserve  of  Lee's  army,  supposed  to  be 
Irom  20,000  to  40.000  strong,  might  suddenly 
appear  on  tbe  field. 

Washington,  Aug.  30— The  railroad  already 
reaches  Bull  Ruu,  and  supplies  are  being 
transported  there.  Before  the  battle  at  Man- 
asses  the  rebets  paroled  700  Union 


iucludiog  500  of  Taylor's  brigade. 

Pope's  statement  that  Heintzelman's  corps 
would  move  on  the  enemy  at  daylight  is  con- 
firmed by  heavy  firing  in  that  vicinity. 

Yesterday  rebel  soouta  were  seen  at  Lang- 
ley,  near  Chain  Bridge.  Every  precaution 
has  been  taken  to  prevent  surprise  there. 

Pope's  conduct  is  bigbjy  praised  in  Gov- 
ernment quarters.

Subsequent  information  proves 
it  to  be  true. 

Telegraphic  communication  has  been  re- 
established to  Centerville. 

Cincinnati,  Aug.  31st.— Gens.  Munson  and 
Nelroy,  with  6000  Federals,  were  defeated  on 
Friday  by  a  rebel  force  numbering  10,000  or 
20.000  men.  at  Richmond,  Ky.  Loss  heavy 
on  both  sides. 

Washington,  Aug.  31st — Private  advices 
from  Fredericksburg  up  to  3  P.  M.  yesterday 
contradict  the  reports  relative  to  burning  of 
bridges  and  destruction  of  property  in  that 
locality.  Gen.  Burnside  has  possession  there. 
The  enemy  were  heavily  reinforced  yesterday 
and  attacked  Pope's  army  before  Sumner's 
and  Franklin's  could  arrive. 

The  attack  was  boldly  met  and  a  severe 
battle  followed,  the  advantage  being  with 
the  enemy.  Pope  fell  back  to  Centerville 
with  his  army  in  good  order,  where  he  was 
joined  by  Sumner  and  Franklin. 

Various  rumors,  both  good  and  bad,  are 
oironlated,  but  not  traceable  to  reliable 
source,  therefore  we  do  not  deem  it  proper 
to  telegraph  them. 

A  feeling  of  depression  also  exists  in  Phil- 
adelphia and  Koston. 

Banks  is-  feared  to  be  cut  off  with  his 
whole  force. 

Commander-in-Chief.— on  tbe  11th  of  July, 
the  President  issded  an  order  appointing  '-Ma- 
jor General  Henry  W ager  Halleck  as  Com- 
mander-in-Chief of  the  land  forces  of  tbe 
United  States."

Supreme  Court. 


The  Roman  Catholic  Doctrine  on  Do 
elling. —  Dr.  Dixon,  the  Roman  Catholio 
Primate  in  Ireland,  has  issued  a  thesis  on 
this  subject.  It  is  published  appropos  ofthe 
recent  challenge  by  the  O'Douoghue  to  Sir 
Robert  Peel,  and  appears  in  the  shape  of  a 
letter  dated  Armagh,  March  19th,  addressed 
to  the  editor  of  a  newspaper.  We  extract  as 
follows: 

I  speak  of  the  Catholio  duellists  as  such  ; 
that  is  to  say,  I  speak  of  them  precisely  in 
their  character  of  duellists — in  other  words, 
I  speak  not  immediately  and  directly  of  the 
person,  but  the  act.  Having  premised  these 
observations,  I  now  assert,  without  the  least 
fear  of  being  oontradicted  by  any  one  who 
understands  the  doctrine  and  praotieo  of  the 
Catholic  Church— 

1.  That  a  Catholic  duellist,  as  such,  must 
be  held  in  abhorrence  by  every  one  who 
loves  our  Divine  Lord,  by  every  one  who 
hates  mortal  sin  and  has  a  due  horror  of  an 
act  whereof  the  Holy  Church  of  God  has  an 
exceeding  great  horror. 

2.  That  the  Catholic  duellist,  as  such, 
proves  himself  to  be  in  reality  n  coward,  ac- 
cording to  tbe  true  Christian  meaning  of  the 
words  cowardice  and  heroism.

City  Property. 

We  are  glad  to  perceive  that  the  City 
Council  are  taking  stops  to  have  the  city 
property  made  over  to  the  Corporation  by  the 
Government.  The  sooner  that  takes  place  the 
better  it  will  be  for  betb  parties.  The  Gov- 
ernment will  be  relieved  irom  the  trouble  of 
managing  it,  and  will  also  do  away  with  what 
would  only  be  a  cause  of  recrimination,  while 
the  city  would  be  able  at  once  to  raise  revenue 
and  improve  the  property. 

Among  the  land  claimed  by  the  Corporation, 
wo  fled  a  lot  on  Government  street,  on  which 
the  Messrs.  Franklin's  auction  rooms  are  situ- 
ated, having  a  frontage  of  about  ninety  feet. 
This  would  make  a  capital  site  for  a  City 
Hall.  From  its  business  location  it  could 
easily  be  made  available  to  pay  for  the  erec- 
tion of  a  public  building.  It  is  quite  a  com- 
mon thing  in  other  cities  to  have  the  hall  and 
offices  required  for  corporation  purposes  in  the 
upper  stories  of  iho  edifice,  while  the  lower 
part  is  rented  for  shops,  etc.  So  our  Corpora- 
tion conld  pledge  the  land  for  a  loan,  bnild  a 
City  Hall,  with  shops,  and  pay  up  the  cost  ol 
the  building  by  the  income  arising  from  them 
With  reference  to  the  claim  made  by  the 
■Councillors  for  land  occupied  by  the  jail,  it 
must  of  course  be  taken  into  consideration 
that  we  are  not  only  the  City  of  Victoria  as 
such,  but  also  the  capital  of  this  Province,  and 
to  all  porpoace  the  Mat  of  the  adjoining  dia 


tri«ts,  aud  sonsequeutly  likely  to  receive  pris- 
oners from  all  these  sources.  Hereafter  we 
shall^  no  doubt  have  municipalities  in  the 
districts  in  this  vicinity  who  will  be  anxious 
to  have  something  to  say  with  reference  to  the 
manner  in  which  the  prisons  are  managed  in 
tewn,  for  the  whole  community  is  interested  in 
that  matter.  Therefore  it  might  be  proper  to 
make  some  provision  for  future  contingencies, 
and  to  look  not  only  to  the  interests  of  the 
city,  but  to  those  of  the  neighborhood,  and 
the  whole  Province.  However,  this  city  re- 
quires a  lock  up,  no  matter  how  or  where  it  is 

S>t,  and  should  of  course  have  its  supervision, 
ow  often  has  it  not  been  a  cause  of  regret 
to  those  living  in  some  cities  in  new  countries, 
that  no  provision  was  made  in  the  original 
plan  for  public  squares  ? 

What  contrast  una  sees  in  this  respect  in 
the  beauty  and  salubrity  of  different  plnces 
on  this  continent.  A  little  more  common 
sense  and  a  little  less  of  this  blind  utilita- 
rianism which  so  often  affects  the  settlers  of 
young  countries,  would  have  taught  them 
to  look  a  little  beyond  their  own  day  and  to 
have  reserved  a  few  green  spots  in  the  vil- 
lages from  the  grasp  of  bricks  and  mortar 
Who  that  has  beheld  the  beautiful  squares 
that  adorn  the  great  cities  of  Europe  like  so 
many  oases,  dees  not  long  to  see  so  laudable 
an  institution  perpetuated  nut  here  in  the 
Queen  City  of  the  Pacitic.  We  must  have 
one  plaza  in  the  city.  The  health  and  con- 
venience of  the  inhabitants  demand  it 
How  can  we  expect  to  have  the  place  ihor 
oughly  ventilated  without  greater  open 
spaces  than  our  streets  ?  Where  shall  we 
have  our  assembling  ground  for  processions, 
for  volunteer  reviews,  etc.?  We  hope  the 
Government  will  bee  the  necessity  of  con- 
veying a  sufficient  portion  of  the  Church 
Reserve  to  the  Corporation  and  insisting 
that  it  shall  be  kept  for  a  Public  Square. 
Now  is  the  time  to  make  such  a  provision 
while  the  city  is  young.  Hereafter  we  may 
look  in  vain  tor  ground  enough  and  as  well 
suited  as  the  above  property  to  serve  as  a 
public  promenade. 

As  the  Incorporation  Act  has  placed  so 
many  restrictions  upon  the  power  of  the 
Corporation  to  raise  revenue  by  taxes,  it  is 
only  just  that  they  should  have  whatever 
benelit  can  be  derived  from  the  various 
water  fronts  and  public  wharves,  together 
with  the  slips  at  the  bottom  of  Johnson, 
Yates  and  view  streets,  and  whatever  other 
ones  there  may  be.  With  efficient  manage- 
ment they  could  be  rendered  available  as  a 
steady  sourco  ol  income  for  the  city. 

We  cannot  conceive  why  the  Corporation 
should  not  have  the  control  of  Beacon  Hill 
Park.  It  is  at  present,  we  might  say,  the 
only  place  of  public  promenade  of  our  citi- 
zens and  visitors,  and  requires  to  be  kept  in 
order  and  beautified  with  proper  walks,  etc., 
so  as  to  render  it  as  attractive  as  possible. 
As  it  is  the  only  locality  convenient  to  the 
town  suitable  for  a  Race  Coarse,  the  Corpo- 
ration might  derive  considerable  revenue 
from  temporary  licenses  for  refreshment 
booths,  etc. 

Under  the  efficient  management  and  con- 
trol of  the  City  Council,  we  hope  to  see  the 
property  above  alluded  to  productive  of 
quite  a  respectable  amount  of  funds  for  the 
municipality. 


The  schooner  Nonpariel,  Capt.  Satcher, 
about  whose  safety  considerable  apprehensiou 
has  been  felt.arrivud  Wednesday  evening  from 
Stickeen  River  via  other  points  on  the  north- 
west eoaet  of  British  Columbia. 

Capt.  Satcher  reports  that  fourteen  days 
ago  he  visited  a  tribe  of  Indians  known  ns 
Kit-sahs,  whose  village  is  situutcd  near  that  of 
the  Bella-Bellas,  and  about  ISO  miles  south 
of  Fort  Simpson.   Tho  Kit-sahs  canoes  sur- 
rounded the  schooner,  and  the  Indians  told 
Satcher  that  they  held  a  wounded  white  roan 
as  prisoner,  whom  they  wanted  to  get  rid  ofi 
aud  would  give  op  to  the  schooner  if  they  were 
presented  with  a  present  of  fifty  blankets. 
The  captain  asked  to  be  shown  the  man.  and 
a  canoe  in  which  be  was  lying  was  brought 
alongside.   The  man,  who  was  suffering  from 
a  serious  gun  shot  wound  in  tho  back,  and  was 
in  a  helpless  state,  stated  that  his  name  was 
John  White,  that  he  was  an  Irishman  by 
hirtb,  and  formerly  in  the  employ  of  Mr. 
Bnlkley  late  of  Johnson  street ;  that  about 
two  months  and  a  half  previous,  while  on  his 
way  to  Stickecn,  with  several  friends,  in  a 
canoe,  he  went  ashore  on  an  island  to  procuro 
wood  and  water,  when  he  was  shot  by  an  In- 
dian secreted  in  the  bushes,  and  tell  senseless 
to  the  ground.    His  companions,  unable  to 
find  him,  continued  on  their  way,  and  he  was 
subsequently  picked  up  by  the  Kit -suits.  The 
man  appeared  to  be  half-starred,  and  asked 
for  food,  which,  when  given  by  Capt.  Satcher, 
he  seized  with  both  hands  and  devoured  eager- 
ly^   He  seemed  to  be  fa  great  fear  of  the  In-

News  from 

Tho  sloop  John  Thornton,  Capt.  Clark,  ar- 
rived Thursday  noon,  in  19  days  from  Stick- 
een River,  with  twelve  passengers  and 
about  81600  in  Stickeen  River  gold  dust. 
The  news  is  encouraging— Iudians  peace- 
able and  well-disposed.  No  white  men 
have  been  attacked  on  the  river  by  them, 
und  no  fears  of  an  outbreak  are  now  enter- 
tained. Provisions  are  plentiful  and  cheap. 
Many  miners  are  preparing  to  winter.  Capt. 
Clark  says  that  the  passengers  one  and  all 
speak  well  of  the  diggings.  The  mines  on 
the  North  Fork  it  is  found  almost  impossible 
to  work,  owing  to  the  difficulty  in  transport- 
ing provisions  to  the  claims.  The  packing 
is  done  on  the  backs  of  the  miners  or  In- 
dians. Mules  are  sadly  wanted  there.  The 
exploring  patty  above  the  Big  Canon  had 
not  returned  when  the  Thornton  left  the 
river.  The  weather  at  the  mouth  was  ex- 
ceedingly disagreeable— raining  and  blow- 
ing heavily.  The  Thornton  reports  bavin  g 
seen  the  Devastation  in  Queen  Charlotte's 
Sound,  headed  north,  on  Monday  last,  and 
also  her  barge  manned  by  15  men  on  the 
same  day.  They  were  doubtless  searching 
for  the  Indian  thieves  and  murderers.

Capt.  b.  says  that  he  tried  every  argu- 
te induce  the  Indians  to  give  him  up, 
and  finding  them  unwilling  to  take  less  than 
fifty  blankets,  threatened  them  with  the  ven- 
geance of  Governor  Douglas,  when  they  de- 
clared they  cared  as  little  fer  His  Excellency's 
authority  as  they  did  for  that  of  the  person 
addressing  them.  Capt.  S.,  fearing  tor  his 
own  safety  if  he  remained  overuight.  reluct- 
antly sailed  away  on  the  same  evening,  first 
advising  the  Indians  to  take  their  captive  to 
Fort  Simpssn,  where  he  assured  them  that  the 
ransom  would  be  paid  by  the  company's  ser- 
vants. 

The  Chimsean  Chiefs  near  Fort  Simpson 
have  arrested  and  hold  in  custody,  awaiting 
the  arrival  of  the  war-steamer  Devastation, 
the  murderers  of  the  two  white  men  on  one 
of  the  islands,  al>out  eight  weeks  ago,  before 
noted  by  us.  The  murderers  are  four  in 
number— three  bucks  and  a  squaw,  and  the 
Chimseans  appear  very  anxious  that  they 
should  be  punished. 

The  Nonpariel  ascended  Nass  River  a 
short  distance  and  met  two  miners  coming 
down  stream.  They  reported  gold-prospects 
varying  from  from  S3  to  96  per  day,  and  ex- 
hibited a  piece  of  gold  weighing  two  bits. 
They  were  on  their  way  to  Simpson  to  pur- 
chase "grub,*'  and  purposed  wintering  on 
the  river.  The  Indians  there  are  peaceably 
disposed. 

The  schooner  saw  nothing  of  the  Devast- 
ation or  any  other  vessel.

The  contrast  seen  in  trees, 
grasses,  waters,  sunsets,  and  faces,  are  all  cor- 
rectly based.

and  several  handsome  pearls. 

HSf  A  French  journal  says  that  French 
coal  has  completely  displaced  the  English 
n  the  French  navy.  '  The  supply  is  chiefly 
derived  from  the  mines  of  the  Loire,  and  is 
sonveyed  to  the  seashore  by  caual  or  rail 
road,  without  transhipment. 

Death  op  a  Lunatic. — Matthew  Nicholas, 
a  lunatic,  died  in  jail  at  New  Westminster,  on 
Sabbath  ovening,  the  7th  inst.  He  was  a 
native  of  France. 


Report  or  the  Town  Council  Committee 
on  Footpaths. — The  ordinance  reported  by 
Messrs.  Hicks,  Lewis,  and  Stroaach,  Town 
Council  Committee  on  Footpaths,  is  a  much 
more  interesting  and  important  document  than 
one  at  first  glance  would  suppose  ;  inasmuch 
as  it  has  for  its  object  tho  laying  down  of  side- 
walks in  several  portions  of  the  town  at  present 
unprovided  therewith— and  involving  an  out- 
lay of  several  thousand  dollars,  drained  di- 
rectly from  the  pockets  of  the  real  estate  hold- 
ers in  front  of  whose  property  it  is  proposed 
the  sidewalks  shall  be  laid.  The  footpaths 
must  be  of  wood,  stone-flagging,  tile,  or  brick, 
and  not  less  than  one  sixth  the  width  of  the 
street,  with  on  incline  of  not  more  than  one- 
quarter  of  an  inch  to  the  foot  from  tho  frontage 
of  lots  towards  the  street,  and  to  be  of  uniform 
grades.  If  constructed  of  wood,  tho  planks 
shall  not  be  less  than  one  and  a-half  inches  in 
thickness,  and  securely  nailed  to  joists.  Three- 
fifths  of  the  owners  of  subdivisions  of  any 
blocks  may  petition  the  Council  to  have  the 
walks  fronting  their  property  reduced  to  any 
width  not  less  than  six  feet.  Walks  already 
constructed  shall  be  made  to  conform  to  this 
ordinance  ns  the  Council  may  direct,  and  all 
walks  shall  be  kept  in  good  repair  by  the 
owners  of  property  fronting  on  the  same. 
The  footpaths  arc  to  be  constructed  along 
the  'following  named  streets,  and  on  all 
streets  within  the  limits  of  the  same,  com- 
mencing at  the  corner  of  Fisguard  and  Store 
streets,  up  Fisguard  to  Douglas,  along  Doug- 
las to  Yates ;  Yates  to  Blanohard;  Blanohard 
to  Rae  ;  Rae  to  Douglas  ;  Douglas  to  Hum- 
boldt ;  Humboldt  to  Rupert ;  from  the  cor- 
ner of  Douglas  and  Humboldt  to  Govern- 
ment street;  along  Government  to  Fort; 
Fort  to  Wharf;  Wharf  to  Store ;  Store  to 
place  of  beginning.  Ninety  days  are  given 
parties  in  which  to  comply  with  the  ordin- 
ance, failing  which  the  Council  shall  adver- 
tise for  tenders  for  the  performance  of  the 
same,  and,  after  the  work  shall  have  been 
performed,  the  delinquent  property-holders 
will  be  assessed  for  the  coat  of  the  im- 
provment.

An  Irish  Pen  and  Ink  Portrait  of  Sir 
Hobert  Peel. 

When  less  than  a  year  ago,  we  heard  that 
Lard  Palmereton  hud  assigned  to  Sir  Robert 
Peel  the  virtual  government  of  Ireland,  we 
endeavored  to  deacribu  the  character  of  our 
new  ruler  as  accurately  as  his  previous  career 
had  enabled  us  to  judge  of  it.  If  we  remem> 
ber  rightly,  we  considered  that  he  was  bigoted, 
blundering,  and  rather  good  natured.  In  his 
character,  with  many  defects,  there  was,  we 
thought,  a  sort  of  chivalrous  generosity.  Ex- 
igence has.  we  need  uot  say,  given  us  some 
reason  to  modify  that  opinion.  The  bigotry 
was  a  pretty  good  guess.  Sir  Robert  has  dis- 
played himself  as  a  rampant  abusive  bigot. 
He  ca mo  over  here  with  professions  of  concili- 
ation ou  his  lips,  and  he  has  allied  himself  to 
the  bitterest  faction  in  Ireland.  The  self-con- 
ceited champion  of  those  mythical  individuals 
the  Protectants  or  Spain,  has  given  proof  of 
the  intolerance  of  his  nature  by  allaying  him- 
self with  the  Orangemen  of  the  North,  and 
outroaring  Mous  Meg  for  their  edification.  As 
for  his  good  nature— God  help  us.  Of  all  the 
delusions  that  over  beset  those  who  undertook 
to  judge  of  a  political  character,  there  was 
none  so  utter  and  complete,  none  so  {lament- 
ably dispelled,  as  that  which  invested  the  Irish 
Chief  Secretary  with  the  attribute  of  gener- 
osity. Grind  the  faces  of  the  poor,  has  been 
the  motto  of  his  administration.  Let  them 
rot,  or  starve  ;  let  them  shiver  iu  the  oold,  or 
languish  of  hunger  ;  let  them  suffer  as  they 
will,  but  let  them  net  annoy  with  their  iuhac 
mon  ions  cries  in  the  ears  "of  Her  Majesty's 
Government. 

Sir  Robert  took  up  the  Queen's  Colleges. 
They  were  of  bis  father's  manufactures,  and 
he  thought  they  reflected  credit  upon  him.  To 
them  ho  gave  money,  and  he  begged  for  more, 
because  in  doiug  so  he  thought  he  was  doing 
something  in  his  father's  line,  and  would  there- 
fore be  somehow  mistaken  for  a  statesman  of 
the  same  calibre..  He  became  an  ardent  advo- 
cate for  the  landlord  class,  because  in  so  doing 
he  gratified  his  own  sympathies,  which  are  so 
strongly  adverse  to  tho  interest  ol  the  masses 
as  the  worst  specimen  of  the  worst  times  of 
landlordism  in  this  country  could  produce. 
Even  the  rather  low  quality  of  physical  cour- 
age docs  not  appear  to  be  among  the  attrib- 
utes of  the  Right  Honorable  Baronet,  and  in 
this  respect,  more  than  any  other,  he  has  de- 
ceived those  who  have  attempted  to  form  an 
estimate  of  bis  character.  Such,  at  least,  is 
the  conclusion  drawn  from  the  fact  that  he 
could  wantonly  offer au  insult  aud  neither  apol- 
ogize for  it  ordelend  it.  In  almost  everything 
( except  a  blunderiug  bigotry.)  Sir  Robert  Pool 
has  disappointed  popular  expectation,  and  has 
proved  himself,  if  not  better,  at  least  very  dif- 
lerent  from  the  individual  it  hud  conceived.  Jn 
nothing,  however,  is  the  difference  more  re- 
markable than  in  our  being  compelled  to  pro- 
nounce bir  Robert  Peel  an  eminently  cousistent 
person.

A  man,  named  Henry  Simmonite, '  was 
charged,  at  Sheffield,  recently,  with  obtain- 
ing money  under  pretence  of  telling  fortunes.

The  pris- 
oner, after  consulting  bis  books,  ascertaining 
the  day  and  hour  of  the  birth  of  tho  querist, 
informed  her  that  her  husband  had  left  town 
with  a  woman  of  loose  habits,  and  he  added 
that  that  was  not  the  first  excursion  of  the 
kind  be  had  made.    He  also  s.atod  that  the 
man  would  be  punished  by  falling  off  a 
building  when  he  returned.    The  other  wo- 
man was  told  that  her  husband  was  carrying 
on  an  intrigue  with  a  female  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  his  house.  The  women  were  scarcely 
able  to  preserve  the  necessary  gravity  of  de- 
meanor whilst  the  "  professor"  wax  pouring 
forth  such  a  farrago  of  nonsense,  for  both  of 
them  had  left  their  husbands  quietly  at 
home,  awaiting  in  great  glee  the  result  of  the 
expedition.    However,  they  paid  the  shilling 
which  was  demanded  from  each  of  them, 
and  left  the  place. 

A  lew  hours  afterwards,  Detective  Of- 
ficers Airey  and  Brayshaw  proceeded,  arm- 
ed with  a  warrant,  to  tho  studio  of  the  ma- 
gician, and  surprised  him  as  he  was  engaged 
in  making  out  a  "  map  of  birth."  The 
officers  took  away  a  voluminous  and  neatly- 
kept  "diary,"  in  which  the  fellow  had  enter- 
ed the  names  aud  addresses  of  all  his  clients 
for  years  past.  The  book  contains  the 
names  of  a  larg'e  number  of  "respectable" 
people  in  Sheffield,  mostly  females,  and 
others  in  Manchester,  Leeds.  Hull,  I<tle  of 
Man,  and,  in  fact,  almost  every  county  in 
the  United  Kingdom  has  contributed  its 
quota  of  dupes.  It  is  known  that  at  the  pre- 
sent time  several  respectable  women  in 
Sheffield  have  been  separated  from  their 
husbands  in  consequence  of  the  un- 
faithfulness of  the  latter,  which  have  been 
told  them  by  the  prisoner.  In  the  drawers  in 
his  office  wero  found  large  numbers  of  let- 
ters, asking  for  information  on  various  mat- 
ters—love, marriage,  and  prospective  lega- 
cies being  the  theme  of  most  of  the  writers. 
Remittances  had  been  enclosed  in  each, 
and  stamped  and  directed  envelopes  for  re- 
plies; and  the  collection  of  names  and  ad- 
dresses now  in  possession  of  tho  police  is 
both  extensive  and  cuiious. 

When  the  prisoner  was  brought  before  the 
Bench,  he  appeared  exceedingly  chop  fallen, 
and  promised  not  to  repeat  the  oflenue.

Wonders  of  the  Plains  — A  New  Salt 
Lake  and  Baa  Serpent. 

The  Carson  City  (N.  T.J  Age.  of  6th  August 
says  : 

Our  fellow  townsmen,  Dow  Huntsman,  who 
has  been  out  ou  thu  American  Desert  between 
the  Carson  and  Humboldt  rivers,  looking  up 
cattle,  has  furnished  us  with  a  few  items  in  re- 
gard to  a  new  Salt  Lake  on  the  aforesaid 
desert  that  bids  fair  to  eclipse  that  one  pos- 
sessed by  eur  Mormon  brethren  farther  east. 
On  the  American  Desert,  about  GO  miles  from 
this  city,  and  some  four  miles  from  tho  Carson 
River,  and  about  one  mile  from  the  old  emi- 
grant road  crossing  the  desert  there  is  a  small 
lake  of  extremely  salt  water,  said  to  be  almost 
if  uot  a  third  aolter  than  the  wuter  in  the  fa- 
mous Salt  Lake  in  Mormondom.  Persons  who 
have  visited  both  lakes  pronounce  it  so.  This 
luke  is  iu  a  basin  of  the  desert,  and  the  surface 
of  it  is  probably  two  hundred  feet  lower  thau 
the  level  of  the  desert.  There  appears  to  have 
been  natnral  banks  to  it  higher  than  the  desert, 
and  the  drifting  of  the  sand  ha?  made  them 
still  higher.  The  lake  is  some  three  miles  in  cir- 
cumference, aud  has  been  sounded  to  the  depth 
of  1500  feet  without  findiog  any  bottom.  The 
persons  who  sounded  it  had  only  1500  feet  of 
line,  and  therefore  were  unablo  to  go  further 
and  ascertain  its  depth.  There  is  no  vegeta- 
tion surrounding  the  lake  except  a  few  rushes 
and  willows  that  grow  near  several  springs 
adjacent  and  flowing  into  it.  One  of  these  is 
a  tine  spring  of  sulphur  water,  and  the  others 
are  said  to  be  cool  and  excelleat  fresh  water. 
At  present  there  is  a  read  running  by  the  lake, 
and  many  of  the  emigrants  stop  there  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  pure  fresh  water  to  be  ob- 
tained from  the  springs.  If  this  luke  has  not 
I  some  subterranean  communication  with  the 
ocean,  there  is  a  chance  for  some  scientific 
gentleman  to  display  his  talents  by  giviug  us 
a  satisfactory  reason  why  it  has  a  tide  that 
ebbs  and  flows.  We  are  positively  assured 
that  during  24  hours  the  water  in  it  rises  and 
lulls  two  feet.  If  what  we  have  heard  is  cor- 
!  not,  some  of  the  enterprising  scientific  men 
I  of  the  Pacific  coast  bad  better  visit  that  local- 
{ ity  aud  give  us  some  reliable  information  ia 
|  reference  to  the  lake. 

I  But  the  most  remarkable  story  is  yet  to  be 
i  told.  They  have  a  sea  serpent  there  which 
is  hard  to  eclipse.  A  few  days  ago  some 
men  encamped  on  the  banks  near  one  of  the 
xprings  had  slaughtered  a  sheep  and  left  it 
lying  on  the  bank.  During  the  time  they 
were  there  the  monster  serpent  made  his 
appearance,  attracted,  doubtless,  by  the 
dead  sheep.  He  did  riot  emerge  entirely 
Irom  the  water,  but  came  out  to  where  it  was 
very  shallow,  and  was  then  frightened  off  at 
the  appearance  of  the  men,  who  are  sup- 
posed to  have  been  us  badly  frightened  as 
was  the  snake.  They  did  not  see  his  full

Whitening  Sugar.— The  common  sugar 
of  our  tables  is  made  from  the  juice  of  sugar 
cane,  whicn  grows  only  in  very  warm  coun- 
tries. Tbis  sugar  eane  resembles  the  stalks 
of  our  Indian  corn,  though  its  juice  is  much 
sweeter.  In  makiog  sugar,  the  oane  is  eut 
into  short  pieces  and  passed  through  a  mill 
to  press  out  the  juice.  This  liquid  runs  off 
into  s  reservoir,  from  which  it  is  dipped  into 
boilers  and  boiled  down.  This  process  sends 
off  the  watery  part  of  the  sap  in  steam,  leav- 
ing the  sugar  behind.  When  it  is  boiled 
down  to  syrup,  this  is  put  into  large  wooden 
trays,  called  coolers.  Here  it  becomes  grain 
sugar. 

But  what  a  dark,  dirty  brown  mass  it  is. 
Can"it  be  whitened?  Yes;  and  here  we 
will  tell  how  man  first  learned  to  do  it.  A 
hen,  that  had  walked  through  a  puddle  of 
clay  and  water,  went  into  a  sugar  house  and 
walked  over  a  pile  of  brown  sugar.  Some 
one  noticed  that  wherever  she  steppod  the 
sugar  was  whitened.  This  man  opened  his 
eyes  wide,  and  by  several  exDenments  soon 
discovered  the  fact  that  moist  clay  would 
whiten  sugar.  And  that  man's  discovery 
led  to  a  syatematioe  use  of  earthern  iars,with 
the  widest  end  upward.  When  the  jar  is 
nearly  full  of  sugar,  clay  is  put  on  the  top 
and  kept  constantly  wet.  The  water  runs 
through  the  clay  and  sugar,  and  finds  its 
way  out  through  a  small  hole  at  the  bottom 
of  the  jar.  In  this  way  the  whole  mass  of 
sugar  becomes  white.

John  B.  Fitzpatrick,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Boston, 
on  892,700;  the  Right  Rev.  Manton  Esst- 
buro,  D.  D.,  852,400  ;  the  Rev.  Cyrus  A.  Bar- 
toi,  D.  D.,  $39,000 ;  the  Rev.  Thomas  B. 
Thayer,  $22,200.  Several  clergymen  pay  taxes 
on  815,000,  and  half  a  dozen  on  from  $10,000 
to  $15,000  each.  And  it  is  believed  that  these 
persons  are  worth  mdre  than  they  are  taxed 

The  Old  South  Church  pays  taxes  on  a  val- 
uation of  $299,500.  The  Brattle  street  Church, 
Dr.  Lothrop's,  is  taxed  on  real  estate  worth 
825,000.  There  are  several  other  churches 
that  are  taxed  for  $10,000  to  $12,000  each, 
such  as  the  Central  and  Park  street  Congre- 
gational, the  Second  Methodist  Churches,  etc. 

There  are  but  few  single  millionaires  left, 
and  none  are  put  down  at  two  millions.  The 
persons  now  taxed  for  about  81,000,000  and 
upwards  are  David  Sears,  John  E.  Thayer. 
Moses  Williams,  etc'.  There  are  scores  wf 
persons  worth  from  8500,000  to  8750,000  each.

The  prospeot  of  having  to  fight  the 
combined  Federal  forces  with  300,000  re- 
cruits besides,  backed  up  by  the  emancipa- 
tion of  the  slaves,  as  an  auxiliary,  has  ren- 
dered the  Confederates  desperate.  So  much 
so,  indeed,  that  they  must  feel  there  is  no 
hope  for  their  cause  except  by  immediate 
and  decisive  battles,  terminating  in  their 
favor.  Hence  the  bloody  battles  which  we 
read  to-day,  the  details  and  consequences  of 
which  we  are  not  yet  made  fully  acquainted 
with.  The  previous  news  left  the  Federal 
forces  on  the  Rappahannock.  But  it  appears 
that  Jackson,  with  35,000  men  had  turned 
the  right  wing  of  the  Federals  and  made  an 
advance  towards  Washington,  and  got  be- 
tween that  city  and  the  Federal  lines.  Such 
a  daring  exploit  seems  to  indicate  that  it 
was  the  intention  of  the  Confederates  to 
throw  the  main  body  of  their  army  against 
the  Federals  on  the  Rappaharnock,  while 
Jackson  occupied  the  ground  in  their  rear

LOCAL  INTELLIGENCE. 

Wednesday,  Sept.  10. 
From  Stickren  River.— Cupt.  McKay, 
of  the  schooner  Surprise,  twenty-one  days 
from  the  mouth  of  Stiokeen  Uiver,  reports 
that  no  men  nre  leaving  the  diggings  ;  bat 
on  the  contrnry;  that  they  are  building  cabins 
and  preparing  to  wiuter.  Provisions  are 
very  cheap  antl  plentiful.  One  of  three 
parties  of  canon  prospectors  had  returned, 
and  report  coarse  gold  but  no  extensive  dig- 
gings. The  remainiug  two  parties  are  still 
out.  The  Indians  are  friendly,  and  not  a 
few  miners  have  mated  with  clootchuun. 
The  claims  on  Fiddler's  Bar  were  reported 
as  paying  well — but  how  well  was  not 
stated.  

Horse  or  Assemblt.— This  body  met 
yesterday.  Mr.  Cocker,  the  newly-elected 
member  for  Esquiuialt  Town  District,  was 
iutr.duced  by  Messrs  Cary  and  Ring.  Too 
oath  was  duly  administered,  and  Mr.  Cocker 
took  his  sent.  Mr.  Ring  introduced  a  bill  to 
regulate  pilots.  Mr.  Cary  introduced  a  bill 
to  change  the  mode  of  assessment.  Mr. 
Trimble  stated  that  he  should  next  week 
bring  forward  his  motion  to  allow  Mr.  Cary 
a  nominal  salary.  Adjourned  until  Friday 
next.   

Attempted  to  Board  Her.— A  large 
number  of  Chimseau  ludinns  in  canoes  at- 
tempted to  board  the  schooner  Surprise, 
about  two  weeks  ago,  while  that  vessel  Was 
on  her  way  to  this  port  from  the  north,  in 


inforcementa  from  Washington,  or  to  engage 
the  Federals  in  the  rear,  whilst  they  were 
attacked  in  front.  But  his  movement  has 
ended  disastrously.  McDowell,  Sigel,  and 
Banks,  seem  to  have  driven  him  to  the 
mountains,  evidently  in  the  direction  of  Lees- 
burg.  But  though  forced  to  retreat,  the 
next  news  may  probably  Qnd  him  in  Mary- 
land, by  crossing  the  Potomac  at  some  point 
between  Washington  and  Harper's  Ferry  ; 
and  if  so,  he  will  probably  be  heard  from  in 
Pennsylvania.  One  dispatch  leaves  the  im- 
pression, that  when  Jackson  got  behind  the 
Federal  lines,  the  latter  were  posted  in  the 
neighborhood  of  Acquis  Creek, on  the  shortest 
lino  of  road  from  Richmond,  as  fears  were 
entertained  that  they  were  completely  hem- 
med in — Jackson  in  the  west  and  the  main 
body  of  the  Confederates  ou  the  railroad  line. 
So  perilous  was  the  Federal  position,  it  was 
anticipated  that  it  might  be  necessary  to 
embark  the  army  in  the  fleet  and  go  op  the 
Potomac  to  Washington,  55  miles  distant. 
The  dispersion  of  Jackson's  force*  took  place, 
and  by  some  means  MoClellan,  with  the 

SSTeen  Washing  'and  Centervilie,  some 
six  miles  or  so  from  the  oapilol. 

At  last  accounts  a  battle  was  raging,  the 
cannonading  being  beard  distinctly  at  Wash- 
ington.  This  was  probably  ao  attack  on 
McC'lcltan.  The  battle  ia  represented  to  be  of 
an  appalling  character,  the  destruction  of  life 
being  so  great   In  defeating  Jackson,  Pope 
acknowledges  to  a  loss  ef'  8000  in  killed  and 
wounded  ;  but  the  indeflnitenesa  or  the  telegram 
about  the  last  battle  seems  to  make  the  loss  of 
the  latter  much  more,  and,  with  all.  no  report 
comes  with  it  favorable  to  the  Federals.  Con- 
fidence in  the  Northern  army  is  reported  at 
Washington,  and  it  is  likely  to  be  well  founded. 
We  cannot  well  imagine  such  a  thing  as  the 
conquest  of  Washington.   Nevertheless,  the 
advance  of  the  Confederates  so  near  to  Wash- 
ington must  be  regarded  as  the  result  of  a 
series  of  successful  battles  and  rnanauvres. 
But  a  short  time  ago,  wheu  the  battle  of  Cedar 
Mountain  was  fought.  Pope  was  pushing  ou  to 
besiege  Gordonsville:  but  the  next  news  that  we 
had,  be  had  retreated  to  the  Rappahannock, 
and  now  he  has  formed  a  junction  with  .Mr 
Clellan  within  six  miles  of  Washington.  We 
hear  but  little  of  Confederate  movements ;  but 
we  need  no  belter  proof  of  what  they  are 
about  than  to  find  out  the  position  of  the  Fed- 
erals.  The  second  battle  of  Bull  Run  may 
wipe  out  the  disgrace  of  the  first,  but  the  re- 
sult seems  so  similar — both  battles  were  fought 
on  the  same  spot ;  but  in  both  instances  the 
Federals  retreat  to  Centreville  and  Washing- 
ton.  The  war  is  where  it  was  in  Jane  a  year 
ago.   The  raw  recruits  of  that  day  arc  the  he- 
roes of  many  bloody  fields ;  are  veterans ;  still 
they,  asa  whole,  have  been  unsuccessful.  The 
suppression  of  the  revolt  is  no  nearer.  The 
signs  rather  indicate  Southern  independence. 
Yet  even  they  are  not  to  be  trusted.  Des- 
peration nerves  the  8outb.   Its  blows  may  be 
expected  to  fall  thick  and  fast.   The  next 
news  may  be  more  thrilling  than  ever.  But 
then  a  like  desperation  may  seize  the  North. 
Let  the  Confederates  once  advance  into  the 
Free  States,  of  which  there  is  every  probabil 
ity.  and  then  will  come  the  downfall  of  slavery. 
The  militia  now  reposing  at  home  in  the  North 
will  then  have  to  take  tbo  field.   Even  if 
whipped  according  to  the  usages-  or  judgment 
of  European  nations,  neither  party  will  know 
it.    Neither  will  cry  enough.   One  side  or 
other  has  to  be  conquered  before  peace  can  be 
made.   In  the  desperate  struggle  for  the  con- 
quest, notwithstanding  the  present  Federal 
reverses,  we  fear  that  the  Southern  star  will 
•ink  not  to  rise  very  soon  again.    When  the 
war  is  made  a  question  of  freedom  or  slavery, 
and  no  compromise,  there  is  nothing  to  prevent 
the  conquest  of  the  Sooth  except  the  wout  of 
generalship  in  the  North.

Such  waste 
of  time  is  shameful ; — it  is  werse,  it  is  crimi- 
nal, and  would  not  be  tolerated  on  the  part 
of  a  publio  officer  in  any  woll-regulated  com- 
munity out  of  this  Colony.    A  reform  is 
needed  in  nearly  every  branch  of  our  Gov- 
ernment, and  in  nono  more  so  than  in  tho 
criminal  courts.    It  should  be  plainly  under- 
stood when  a  oourt  adjourns  on  one  day  un- 
til a  oertain  hour  on  the  next,  that  it  will 
meet  at  the  hour  indicated  with  not  above 
five  minutes'  grace.   In  England  the  judges 
appear  and  take  their  seals  us  the  clock 
strikes  the  honr.    But  hero,  in  Vancouver 
Island,  the  courts  assemble  when  it  suits  the 
oonvenienoe  of  the  Judges  or  of  the  Attorney 
General.    Tho  publio  are  crying  out  indig- 
nantly at  the  existence  of  the  disgraceful 
state  of  things  whioh  detracts  from  the  dig- 
nity naturally  attaching  itself  to  a  law  oourt, 
and  causes  its  mandates  in  other  matters  to 
be  regarded  with  feelings  of  contempt  rather 
than  of  respect.

If  it  is 
intended  that  the  courts  shall  not  sit  until 
half  an  hour  beyond  the  time  fixed,  *'  all 
right" — only  let  it  be  so  understood  that  no 
more  precious  hours  may  be  criminally  frit 
teied  away  ;  but  if  it  is  proposed  that  they 
shall  meet  at  the  time  fixed,  let  them  do  so 
without  faiw   Attending  court  in  any  capa« 
city  is  a  disagreeable  duty  to  most  people 
even  under  the  most  favorable  circumstances; 
but  when  that  doty  is  attended  with  the 
present  drawbacks  and  inconveniences,  it  is 
rendered  a  thousand  times  more  disagree- 
nble  and  irksome.   Give  us  a  reform  in  this 
regard,  or  give  us  a  new  set  of  officers.

At  the  mouth  of  Quesnelle  flour 
was  selling  at  70  cents  per  pound,  and 
on  Williams  at  the  same  price.  On 
Lightning,  flour  varied  from  50  to  GO  cents, 
and  lots  of  it  in  the  stores.  Sucli  articles  as 
sugar,  clothing,  coffee,  butter,  soap,  candles, 
and  general  groeeries,  were  very  scarce 
Candles  were  83  per  pound  on  Williams, 
and  scarce  nt  that  price.  Nails  had  gone 
down  to  81  50  per  pound.  Many  trains  load 
ed  with  provisions  were  met  by  our  inform 
ant  while  on  his  way  down.  The  stock  of 
flour  alraady  at  the  diggings  will  last  the  re- 
mainder of  the  season.  Beef  on  all  the 
the  creeks  is  50  cents  per  pound  ;  mutton, 
75  cents.  Thorp,  a  butcher,  trusted  every 
needy  man  who  asked  credit  during  the  sea- 
sou,  and  has  "broke"  himself  by  his  gener- 
osity. Major  Downie's  hill-claim  is  paying 
frerii  16  to  24  ounces  every  twenty-four 
hours,  and  will  last  many  years.  A  beauti- 
ful nugget  of  gold-quartz,weighing  8104,  was 
found  iu  this  claim  about  three  weeks  ago, 
and  was  brought  to  this  city  by  our  inform- 
ant.

The  Bate  Inlet  Expedition. 

[letter  prom  our  special  correspondent.] 

On  Board  thb  Steamer  Otter,  ) 
Head  of  Bute  Inlet,  Sept.  0.  f 

Editor  British  Colonist:— We  left  Vic- 
toria at  half-past  7,  a.  m.,  on  the  4th,  and 
anchored  here  at  half-past  6,  p.  m.,  on  the 
5th,  making  35  hours ;  out  of  this  we  wore 
detained  two  hours  by  the  fog  :  at  the  cop- 

get  Indians,  three  hours ;  total  honrs  lost, 
5J.    Running  time,  2'J\  hours.    As  this  was 
the  first  time  Capt.  Lewis  bad  beeo  here, 
and  arriving  at  the  exueme  flood  tide,  be 
had"  no  means  of  seeing  where  the  channel 
is  over  the  bar,  and  he  very  orudently  and 
properly  anchored  in  17  fathoms  of  water 
conveniently  near  to  it.    The  next  morning 
he  took  four  Indians  iu  a  canoe;  I  accom- 
panied him.  and  fror 
made  over  the  bar,  he 
that  there  is  from  12  to 
the  channel  at  high  water, 
passed  over  the  bar  (about  a 
mile  long)  the  water  deepens, 
fore,  obvious  that  steamboats  with  a 
ate  draught  of  water  could  pass  over  the  t 
into  the  river  without  any  difficulty,  but  tor 
a  boat  of  the  draught  of  the  Otter,  the  chan- 
nel would  require  to  be  buoyed.    We  pro- 
ceeded up  the  river  about  a  mile  and  arrived' 
at  the  first  log  house,  the  lower  limit,  1  be- 
lieve, of  the  town  site;  from  thence  we 
walked  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile,  passing 
over  three  small  bridges,  the  trail  being 
very  level,  aud  arrived  at  the  second  log 
house,  the  upper  limit  or  the  town  site.  "As 
this  was  only  a  reconnoissance  before  break- 
fast, we  did  not  go  any  farther,  though  the 
trail  is  made  some  mile  or  more  beyond. 
After  breakfast,  the  tide  being  very  low,  we 
had  an  opportunity  of  seeing  where  the 
channel  runs,  and  later  I  accompanied  the 
first  officer  to  make  further  soundings, 

T£eC0«.e°r0notb betg  bound  byUnU'Cgo 
over  the  bar  into  the  river,  the  captain  pre- 
ferred remaining  at  his  anchorage  and  land- 
ing the  cargo  iu  boats  and  canoes.  It  would 
have  been  much  more  convenient  to  have 
bad  the  Flying  Dutchman,  but  as  we  ran 
diagonally  about  75  miles  across  the  Gulf  of 
Georgia  during  the  night,  we  considered  the 
feeling  of  safety  we  could  enjoy  in  case  of  u 
blow  more  than  an  equivalent  for  conve- 
nience of  loading  after  apprehension.  I 
have  not  a  word  to  say  against  the  Dutch- 
man, but  she  is  not  a  sea  boat  and  the 
Otter  is. 

The  navigation  from  Victoria  to  Bute  In- 
let, through  Sansum  Narrows,  offers  no  dan- 
ger nor  difficulty  whatever.  The  first  day 
the  weather  was  fine,  but  it  was  cloudy  and 

same  in  all  the  inlets,  consisting  chiefly  ot 
towering,  picturesque  mountains*  with  a 
paten- of  snow  or  a  glacier  here  ana  there  to 
make  them,  if  peasible,  look  more  dreary  and 
desolate.  Capt.  Lewis  and  the  officers  of 
the  Otter  were,as  I  always  find  the  Captain* 
and  the  officers  of  the  H.  B.  Co.'s  vessels, 
very  attentive  and  obliging,  and  everybody 
on  board  aeemed  highly  satisfied— indeed 
the  men  engaged  on  the  trail  seem  generally 
of  a  superior  class,  and  conducted  themselvea 
most  creditably. 

The  river  has  one  great  advantage  over 
many  others  of  its  size,  it  has  but  one  mouth 
to  it,  which,  of  course,  makes  it  deeper  than 
if  it  were  divided  into  numerous  branches  ;. 
although  a  more  rapid  river  than  I  expected 
to  find,  they  paddle  up  it,  and  it  does  not,  at 
all  events,  begin  by  presenting  obstacles  to 
steamboat  navigation.  We  shall  know  more 
as  we  proceed  along,  and  as  there  really  is  at 
high  tide  abundant  water  on  the  bar  for  such 
boats  as  the  Enterprize  and  the  Eliza  Ander- 
son, we  mnst  look  very  carefully  to  ascertain 
how  far  they  can  go  up  the  river.  Mr.  Wad- 
dington feels  his  health  already  improved  by 
the  trip  and  he  aud  all  hands  are  in  excel- 
lent spirits.

Playing  the  Doubtful  Dodge. 

To-morrow  Dr.  Trimble's  motion  comes  up 
to  give  a  nominal  salary  to  the  representative 
ot  Government  in  the  Assembly.   Why  the 
doctor  should  be  chosen  to  do  the  dirty  work 
of  Mr.  Cary,  we  cannot  explain,  except  it  be 
to  damn  him  more  effectually  in  public  estima- 
tion, since  be  has  given  in  bis  adhesion  to  the 
Stamp  Aot  by  seconding  and  tbirdiog  it  with 
as  few  scruples  as  though  he  were  swallowing 
a  sugar-coated  pill.   He  at  one  time  professed 
to  be  a  reformer ;  but  now  appears  to  be  one 
.  ot  Mr.  Cary's  independents.   That  is  a  class  of 
members  who  are  not  of  much  accoout — inde 
peodents  who  are  a  wishy-washy  lot,  neither 
"  fish,  flesh,  fowl,  nor  good  red'herring."  In 
-  all  representative  countries  independents  in  an 
Assembly  are  dangerous  members.   They  are 
generally  too  cowardly  too  avow  their  prin- 
ciples.  They  like  to  pray  "  good  lord  "  and 
"  good  devil "  in  tbe  same  breath.   They  like 
to  sit  ou  tbe  fence  with  one  leg  oo  each  side, 
so  as  te  be  on  both  sides  of  a  great  question 
They  are  a  species  of  politicians  known  in 
British  communities— of  little  value  to  tbe 
country,  and  usually  held  at  a  low  price  by 
the  exponents  as  well  as  opponents  ol  govern 
ment.   They  are  foes  to  the  British  represent 
ative  system.  John  Bull  is  a  fellow  who  speaks 
out  what  ho  thinks,  careless  ot  consequences. 
He  is  Whig  ox  Tory  ;  opposition  or  government. 
He  is  always  something.   There  is  a  positive- 
ness  in  him  that  makes  him  respected,  even  if 
be  is  not  loved.   The  self-called  iudependent 
is  like  the  Irishman's  flea — when  he  put  his 
finger  on  it.  it  was  not  there.    Society  never 
was  benefitted  by  an  independent.   There  is 
always  too  mnch  ot  the  India-rubber  man 
about  such  people.  They  are  slippery  fellows  ; 
no  one  can  hold  no  to  them,  nor  can  they  hold 
on  to  any  one.   Let  tbe  public  always  beware 
of  a  politician  who  styles  himself  an  indepen- 
dent, as  be  is  usually  a  clumsy  bundle  of  self, 
uilded  thinly  over  with  patriotism,  so  as  to 
bear  the  semblance  of  that  virtue,  whether  in 
reality  he  possesses  it  or  not.   We  make  these 
remarks  not  that  we  would  wish  our  readers 
to  believe  that  all  onr  observations  apply  to 
\H.  Trimble.   There  are  others  to  whom  they 
may  be  applied  ;  or  they  may  be  used  us  occa- 
sion may  require.   But  this  we  do  say,  that 
Dr.  Trimble  is  playing  a  very  doubtful  dodge 
at  present.    Whatever  his  political  status  may 
be.  or  to  whatever  party  he  may  belong,  bis 
motion  to  give  a  nominal  salary  to  the  repre- 
sentative ol  the  Government  in  the  Assembly, 
is  not  that  which  was  to  be  expected  from 
bim. 

Let  our  readers  remember  that  the  motion 
is' to  ask  the  Government  to  give  a  nominal 
salary  to  Ua  representative  in  tbe  Assembly. 
errAcollect  that  the  ostensible  object 
i  change  tbe  minister  if  he  does  not  hold 
the  confidence  of  a  majority  of  the  Assembly. 
Now,  in  tbe  first  place,  if  Dr.  Trimble  in- 
tends to  prove  himself  worthy  of  tbe  confi- 
dence of  a  constituency, he  should  set  to  work 
to  purify  the  present  House.  According  to 
the  M  Franchise  Act,  Jg59,"  under  which  the 
Assemblymen  hold  their  seats,  "  any  mem- 
ber of  the  House  of  Assembly  accepting  or 
obtaining  any.  appointment  under  the  Gov- 
ernment, shall,  ipso  facto,  vacate  bis  seat." 
This  law  is  still  in  force,  though  it  is  treated 
as  a  dead  letter.  If  Dr.  Trimble  wants  to 
invoke  responsible  government  let  him  ap- 
ply this  law.  In  1860  Mr.  Gary  was  appointed 
by  the  Governor's  letter  to  the  Speaker.now  in 
the  archives  of  the  House,  to  act  as  finance 
minister.  In  '61  he  was  reappointed,  with  Mr. 
Gordon  as  a  colleague.  But  in  neither  year 
did  Mr.  Cary  resign  ;  and  Mr.  Gordon  has 
gone  to  the  wars.  Mr.  Cary,  in  defiance  of 
this  law,  holds  his  seat.  If  Dr.  Trimble  be 
a  reformer  why  does  he  not  ask  for  his  re- 
moval? why  does  he  publicly  consent  to  a 
man  holding  a  seat  when  the  law  denies  it 
to  him?  No  one  can  read  the  act  without 
coming  to  the  conclusion  that  Mr.  Cary  has 
no  higher  leyal  right  to  a  seat  than  John 
Butts.  Yet,  Dr.  Trimble  don't  mention  it ; 
and  Mr.  Ring  twirls  bis  moustache  and  gives 
£  dry  cough. 

The  weak  things  of  this  world  may  con- 
found the  wise ;  but  the  doctor  as  nn  advo- 
cate of  responsible  government  is  confound- 
edly inconsistent.  Responsible  government, 
so  far  as  it  tends  to  the  protection  of  the  House 
jigetnst  certain  bribes  of  the  Lxooutive,  is  fj^ve 
really  the  law  of  the  land  now.  But  it  is 
treated  at  a  nullity  ;  and  if  this  be  treated 
wo,  why  may  not  the  bastard  system  of  re- 
sponsible government  aimed  at  by  tbe  mo- 
tion be  another  nullity  ?  Certainly  if  the 
House  pays  no  regard  to  law  now,  we  can- 
not expect  anything  from  it  under  a  different 
*ystem.  But  such  a  system  !  It  is  just  like 
our  Assembly.  Some  half  a-dozen  members 
« tight  to  be  turned  out  for  violation  ol  the 
clause  of  the  Frunchise  Act  which  we  have 
quoted.  Tolinie,  Coles,  Foster,  are  now 
Koad  Commissioners.  Yet  they  hold  their 
seats.  Trutuh  is  a  member  of  the  Harbor 
Commission.  Burnaby  held  some  other  ap- 
pointment. Cary  held  the  post  of  Minister, 
besides  being  specially  appointed  to  go  to  San 
Francisco  to  subsidize  steamships.  Mr. 
Cary  knew  that  at  the  moment  he  accepted 
an  appointment  he  ought  to  resign.  Wheth- 
er Tolraio  or  Trutch  knew  that  their  Com- 
missioners' trips  made  resignation  necessary 
or  not,  we  are  not  prepared  to  say.  But  let 
Dr.  Trimble  show  his  respect  for  law,  and  the 
system  of  responsibility  that  the  law  now  en- 
tails by  refusing  those  appointees  seats  till 
they  are  re-elected.  So  long,  however,  as  that 
ia  not  done,  we  must  consider  the  ostensible 
author  of  the  motion  for  a  nominal  salary 
as  engaged  in  a  doubtful  dodge.

The  importance  of  this  section  ot  the  Island 
as  an  agricultural  district  can  scarcely  be 
overrated.   Possessing,  as  Vancouver  unques- 
tionably does,  but  a  small  amount  of  laud 
really  good  and  available  for  agriculture,  a 
valley  like  that  of  the  Cowichan  rivor,  of  un- 
surpassed fertility,  must  ever  occupy  a  position 
of  commanding  influence  in  tbe  minds  of  all 
who  have  tbe  welfare  ef  the  Colony  at  heart. 
Tbe  recent  expedition,  under  tho  auspices  of 
tbe  Government,  to  plant  settlers  in  tbat  region, 
baa  been  more  successful  than  we  at  first  ven- 
tured to  hope.  Already  a  goodly  number  have 
actually  began  to  work.  Meo  with  their  wives 
and  families  on  the  grouad.  are  to  be  found 
felling  trees,  tiring  ferns,  clearing  sites,  and 
making  all  the  necessary  preparations  torn 
future  homestead  ;  and  under  all  the  miseries 
of  bacon  and  berries,  tent-life,  chilly  uights, 
and  an  occasional  grouse.   The  children  look 
well,  the  women  contented,  and  all  cheerful  and 
satisfied  with  their  future  prospects. 

Tbe  Indians  are  very  quiet,  sober,  and  civil. 
Gaiuing  many  dollars  by  the  white  man's  pres- 
ence, they  naturally  feel  inclined  to  aid  rather 
than  impede  the  settlement  of  the  country. 
Tbe  scarcity  ot  game  in  future  years,  should 
such  scarcity  arise,  is  not  now  thought  of  by 
the  Iodian.  who  finds  a  ready  sale  for  all  that 
he  can  kill.  And  even  should  tbe  game  be 
driven  from  the  surrounding  hills,  wbich  seems 
a  physical  impossibility,  still  the  river  and 
numerous  creeks  and  inlets  on  the  coast  yield 
an  iuexhaustible  supply  of  fish,  which  with 
their  potato  grounds,  whioh  are  reserved  to 


far  exceed  the  probable  loss  from  litigation. 
We  feel  a  deep  interest  in  opening  trade 
with  Australia.  It  ships  bring  from  there 
a  nominal  freight  in  passengers  with  the 
design  of  taking  in  a  return  cargo  of  lumber 
from  Puget  Sound,  or  at  Sooke,  or  Alberni, 
let  the  captain  and  ship  be  given  to  under- 
stand tbat  the  Passenger  Aot  cannot  be  vio- 
lated with  impunity.  Bui  to  reach  that  end 
three  or  four  suits  are  all  that  are  really 
necessary.  Sixty-Sve  suits  with  several 
other  Crown  oases  are  simply  preposterous, 
entailing  delays  and  expenses  never  con- 
templated by  the  makers  of  tbe  law,  except 
under  the  most  aggravated  circumstances. 

In  San  Francisco  ihcre  are  legal  land- 
sharks  who  make  it  their  business  to  seek 
out  sailors  and  passengers  on  tbeir  arrival  in 
port  simply.t a  create  litieation,and  thus  mean- 
ly earn  their  living.  We  have  been  assured 
that,  in  some  cases  that  have  occurred  there, 
neither  the  sailors  nor  passengers  knew  that 
they  had  been  injured  at  all  till  the  pettifog- 
gers told  them.  It  is  desirable  that  a  dif- 
lerent  state  of  things  should  exist  here.  We 
cannot  consent  that  passengers  who  have 
been  maltreated  on  a  voyage  shall  go  with- 
out redress;  but  at  the  same  time  it  is 
desirable  to  protect  tbe  shipping  interests  of 
the  port  against  the  principle  of  having 
numberless  suits  brought  against  ships 
merely  lo  subserve  the  interests  of  members 
of  the  legal  fraternity.  Our  port  has  a  deep 
interest  in  passengers  and  ships— too  deep 
an  interest  in  both  to  allow  petty  tyranny  on 
the  high  seas  and  petty  persecution  ashore. 
There  is  a  medium,  if  followed,  that  will 
serve  best  the  interests  of  all  parties — vindi- 
cating alike  tbe  rights  of  the  ship-owner,  the 
passenger  and  the  public.  , 

Tub  YalbLvtton  Rocte  Wagon  Road — 
Tbe  sappers  and  miners  are  building  tbe  road 
from  Yale  to  Sailor's  Bar  (six  miles),  and  will 
be  through  by  the  1st  ef  December.  Trutch's 
contract,  from  Chapman's  Bar  to  Boston  Bar 
(eleven  miles  and  a  half;,  is  making  such  pro- 
gress that  warrants  the  assertion  tbat  it  will 
receive  its  finishing  touches  by  the  first 
of  April ;  several  of  the  large  granite  bluffs 
through  which  this  road  will  run.  present 
such  obstacles  to  tbe  laborers  as  lo  pre- 
clude the  possibility  of  pushing  it  forward 
rapidly.  Thomas  Spence's  contract,  from  Bos- 
ton Bar  to  Lytton  (thirty-two  miles),  will  be 
finished  in  three  or  four  days,  and  ready  for 
wagons,  which  will  start  in  a  week  or  two  on 


them,  protect  the  natives  as  well  from  want 
upon  the  one  hand,  as  from  dependence  upon 
the  Government  on  the  other.  Thus  with  the 
Governor's  promise  of  future  gifts,  the  presence 
in  their  hurbor  of  a  gunboat,  their  own  posi- 
tive gain  by  the  settlers  coming  among  them, 
and  the  abundant  supply  which  nature  yields 
for  all  their  wants— it  cannot  be  matter  ef 
surprise  that  they  look  upon  tbe  present  occu- 
pation of  the  Cowichan  Valley  with  feeliugs  of 
composure  and  satisfaction. 

The  uniform  kindness  and  courtesy  of 
Commander  Verney  of  the  Grappler,  we  are 
happy  to  hear  universally  spoken  of.  His 
efforts  are  unceasing  to  oblige  all  by  every 
means  in  his  power,  and  to  advance  the  gen- 

ef  A  'clergyman' of  Tne'cTuroii  of  England 
holds  Divine  service  there  once  a  fortnight, 
and  preaches  both  to  the  Indians  and  the 
whites.  Thus  from  the  first  the  consolidating 
influences  of  the  Gospel  of  peace  are  being 
brought  to  bear  upon  the  new  settlement.  A 
resident  Surveyor  has  been  appointed  by  the 
Government,  who  is  to  place  the  settlers 
upuii  their  land,  and  afford  information  te 
enquirers.  There  is  still  an  abundance  of 
good  land  unoccupied,  where  men  of  energy, 
perseverance  and  small  capital  might  soon 
haveflourishing  farms  and  a  speedy  indepen- 
dence. Much  of  the  land-growing  timber 
is  i>t  superior  quality,  quite  equal  to  any  of 
the  prairies.  Hence  we  confidently  expect 
ere  long  to  see  a  strong  and  thriving  settle- 
ment in  that  fertile  region. 

Letter  from  Van  Winkle  Creek- 

[from  an  occasional  correspondent.] 

Van  Winklr  Creek, 

August  10th,  1862. 
EotToa  British  Colonist  : — I  sent  you  a 
sketch  about  twenty  days  since  of  Antler 
and  iu  mining  operations,  since  then  I  have 
spent  the  time  on  Williams  and  this  creek. 

Williams  Creek  i«  about  twenty-five  miles 
in  length,  taking  it*  rise  ia  the  Bald  Moun- 
tains, distant  from  Aniler  twelve  miles  over 
a  bad  road.  The  town  ia  quite  lively,  pre- 
senting a  mote  business  appearance  than 
the  former.  The  population  of  both  town 
and  creek  I  should  judge  about  loOO.  Nine 
rich  claims  have  been  discovered  during  the 
last  six  weeks,  which  have  advanced  min- 
ing ground  both  above  and  below  the  town 
for  many  miles.  The  renowned  claims  con- 
tinue then-  rich  offerings  to  the  luckv  own-

Killko  BY  A  Falling  Tree. — Two  China- 
men were  killed  and  another  fearfully  crushed 
recently  by  the  fall  of  a  tree  above  Boston 
Bar.  The  meo  were  employed  on  Spence  & 
Co.'s  wagon  roadaod  having  "grubbed"  around 
the  roots  of  a  large  tree  on  the  evening  pre- 
vious to  tbe  accident,  with  the  intention  of 
felling  it  on  the  following  morning,  retired 
to  rest.  During  the  night  a  wind  arose,  and 
tbe  huge  monarch  ot  the  forest  came  thunder- 
ing to  the  ground,  and  fell  right  across  tbe 
tent  in  which  the  Chinamen  were  sleeping. 
One  was  smashed  to  pieces ;  another  had  a 
limb  driven  through  his  body,  impaling  bim, 
aed  tho  third  lost  a  leg.  Tbe  dead  men  were 
buried  at  the  expense  of  tbe  contractor,  and 
tbe  wounded  man  properly  cared  for. 


Tub  X  ass  Rivbb  Gold  Diooinos. — There  is 
sure  to  be  as  excitement  next  spring  about 
Nass  River,  which  empties  into  the  Pacific  at 
the  head  of  Observatory  Inlet,  a  few  miles 
north  of  Fort  Simpson.  Tbe  other  day  we 
told  about  two  men  who  had  prospected  the 
banks  of  that  stream  and  found  85  and  86 
a  day  diggings.  On  Saturday  we  were  showu 
a  letter,  dated  Fort  Simpson,  25th  ult..  from 
Mr.  Donuld  McCuuley,  '.)  tho  H.  B.  Co.'s  em- 
ploy at  that  station,  wbich  says  tbat  the  pros- 
pectors are  named  James  Kennedy,  and  David 
O'Kefney.  They  arrived  at  the  fort  ou  the 
20th  August  from  Nass.  with  840  worth  ol 
dust  (the  result  of  one  week's  labor),  and  ex- 
pended it  in  the  purchase  of  provisions.  The 
water,  tbey  said,  was  very  high  but  falling. 
Their  epinion  was  that  plenty  of  gold  could  be 
had  when  the  bars  were  exposed.  W.  Graham, 
a  carpenter,  with  three  partners,  was  at  work 
on  a  bar,  when  Kennedy  and  O'Kefney  left 
the  river.  Mr.  McCauley  promises  to  furnish 
additional  particulars  at  tho  first  opportunity. 
The  existence  of  gold  on  the  Nass  has  long 
been  known,  but  that  remunerative  wages  were 
to  be  obtained  there  has  never  before  been 
demonstrated.  Mr.  McCauley  is  a  reliable 
man.  and,  being  personally  acquainted  with  his 
informants,  vouches  for  their  truth.  Look  out 
for  a  rush  to  Nass  in  tbe  spring. 

Lightning  Crrkk.— Gentlemen  just  returned 
from  Cariboo  speak  very  highly  of  Lightning 
Creek,  and  consider  its  future  prospects  very 
flattering.  Another  year  it  is  supposed  will 
be  required  to  fully  develope  its  richness,  as 
this  season  many  disadvantages  have  been  ex- 
perienced, which  it  is  hoped  may  be  overcome 
next  year.    Among  the  new  claims  we  may 


I  have  visited  several  times  the  claims  of 
Stnele,  Cunningham,  Abbott,  Adam-,  Greer, 
Griffin,  Dillon,  and  Black.  The  three  former 
estimate  their  daily  operations  from  SI500 
to  $2000  ;  the  latter  supposed  to  yield  from 
$750  to  $1000.  I  have  had  ocular  demon- 
stration as  to  the  richness,  having  seen  the 
gold  in  the  ground,  the  sluice*,  and  the  pans. 
Tbe  general  character  of  the  creek  ia  satis- 
factory, and  I  think  next  year  will  increase 
the  yield  ten  fold. 

The  town  comprises  some  fifty  log  houses, 
mostly  put  up  for  the  moment.  Charles 
Fenten,  of  Lillooet,  has  just  completed  the 
best  and  largest  building,  where  he  feeds 
the  hungry — such  devouring  hunger  as  Cari- 
boo creates — at  $2  50  per  meal.  I  should 
suppose  about  300  claims  are  in  a  state  of 
prospecting  at  present,  fifty  of  whioh  are 
paying—giving  active  employment  to  men. 
Provisions  of  all  kinds,  particularly  flour, 
continues  at  famine  prices.  There  are  num- 
erous creeks  and  side-hill  diggings  in  reach 
of  labor ;  but  enterprise  and  energy  are  out 
off,  not  being  able  to  sustain  the  immense 
expense  of  living. 

It  ia  estimated  by  observing  business  men 
that  one-half  of  the  adventurers  remain  in 
Cariboo  up  to  this  time,  but  every  day  that 
passes  lessens  the  number. 

The  pecuniary  condition  of  18  out  of  20  of 
the  miners  now  owning  and  prospecting 
claims  is  embarrassing  in  the  extreme,  they 
having  labored  and  exhausted  all  funds  on 
hand  and  outran  their  credit.  The  Bishop 
proaches  every  Sunday  to  quite  a  large 
audience,  and  I  understand  intends  to  dif- 
fuse  the  benefit  of  his  pious  council  through 
tbe  different  mining  camps. 

No  discovery  as  yet  of  the  villians  who 
murdered  and  robbed  tbe  three  men  near 
the  Forks.

Last  night,  agreeable  to  appointment,  the 
Town  Council  met  at  tbe  Police  Barracks,  but 
finding-  their  usual  place  of  meeting  occupied 
by  tho  Police  Court,  ia  session  on  the  Sea- 
man's Bride  case,  were  compelled  to  assemble 
in  a  small  room  on  the  upper  floor,  almost  des- 
titute of  accommodations  for  the  carrying  on 
of  tbe  public  business. 

His  Worship,  the  Mayor,  filled  the  chair, 
and  having  called  the  Council  to  order, 

Mr.  Copland,  seconded  by  Mr.  Stronach, 
moved  that  a  note  be  addressed  to  the  Magis- 
trate, requesting  an  adjournment  of  the  Court. 

The  motion  was  carried,  and  a  note  signed 
by  the  clerk,  stating  that  a  pressure  of  busi- 
ness existed,  and  requesting  that  the  magis- 
trate would  be  pleased  to  adjourn  the  Court 
to  enable  the  Corporation  to  hold  their  usual 
sitting,  was  sent  below.  The  following  an- 
swer was  relumed : 

"Mr.  Pemberton  praienU  hi*  compliments  to 
ths  Mayor  of  Victoria,  and  regret,  that  a  very  Im- 
portant case  demands  investigation,  which  will 
oblige  him  to  occupy  the  Police  Court  this  even-

Upon  the  reading  of  the  above  note  Mr. 
Copland  moved  tbat  a  peremptory  demand 
be  made  on  the  "  Petty  "  Magistrate  for  the 
room. 

Mr.  Hicks  seconded  the  motion.  There 
was  a  trust,  he  said,  reposed  in  tbe  Council 
by  the  people  which  they  must  now  show 
tbey  were  nut  afraid  to  hold.  They  must 
atand  boldly  forward  and  do  their  duty  as 
representatives  of  the  city  of  Victoria. 

Mr.  Reid  Wanted  the  reply  to  be  signed 
by  tbe  Mayor  ae  Chief  Magistrate  of  tbe 
city,  which  the  mover  agreed  to. 


The  Councillors  by  this  time  were  all  on 
tbeir  feet,  and  seemed  very  much  excited  at 
the  prospect  of  a  refusal  su  the  part  of  the 
Police  Magistrate ;  and  the  reporters  and 
spectators  prepared  for  an  exit  through  the 
second  story  window,  i:i  case  Mr.  Pemberton 
sent  his  •'  pets  "  up  stairs  to  arrest  tbe  Coun- 
cillors for  contempt  of  Court. 

A  runniug  conversation  was  carried  on  over 
the  unheard  of  outrage  which  had  been  perpe- 
trated upon  the  dignity  of  tbe  Council,  nntit

the  magistrate  read  the  note,  and  said, "No 
answer  is  necessary." 

Mr.  Hicks-1  recommend  your  worship  to 
swear  in  forty  special  policemen.  Oar  s  is  a 
sacred  trust,  and  must  be  maintained. 

Mr.  Copland  moved  that  the 
down  stairs  and  adjourn  the  Court 

His  Worship  said  he  must  decline, 
hud  never  sat  as  magistrate,  and  did 
feel  like  taking  the  initiative  now. 

Mr.  Hicks  learned  tbat  the  Attorney  Gen- 
eral had  said  that  the  government  bad  gi  ven 
the  Councillors  just  power  enough  to  make 
fools  of  them.  Now,  if  the  Council  could 
not  do  the  duty  they  were  elected  to  do,  let 
them  resign  tbeir  seats — (hear,  hear,) — and 
appeal  to  the  Home  Government  in  scorch- 
ing terms  to  know  why  they  were  kept  thus. 
Let  the  men  guilty  of  this  wrong  be  held  up 
in  their  true  light— let  the  city  be  tixed  $10,- 
000  to  pay  the  expenses  of  a  delegate  to 
England  who  would  show  the  government 
how  thecolonisW  had  been  treated;  but  so 
long  as  Councillors  sat  meekly  down  and 
submitted  to  every  description  of  insult — 
submittod  tamely  to  the  feet  of  the  rulers 
being  placed  on  their  necks — could  they  ex 
peet  justice?    No!   a  thousand  times  no 
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lie  (Mr.  Hicks)  when  he  landed  on 
shores  had  said,  "Thank  God,  I  am  again  on 
British  soil— thank  God.  the  British  flag  once 
more  waves  o'er  me !"  But  how  sadly- 
had  he  been  mistaken,  and  how  often  had 
he  wished  himself  back  again  in  la  colony 
where  representative  institutions  prevailed. 
He  was  prepared  to  go  any  length  to  main- 
tain the  dignity  and  right  of  the  city— he 
would  follow  the  Mayor  in  the  exercise  of 
his  functions,  and  even  if  blood  was  spill  he 
»a*  with  him. 

The  Mayor,  for  reasons  already  stated, 
did  not  wish  to  go  to  extremities  to-night. 

Mr.  Cooland  wished  to  look  at  this  mat- 
ter calmly  und  deliberately — had  weighed 
the  matter  well  in  his  mind',  and  believed 
the  property  was  the  city's.  Like  Councillor 
Hicks,  he  too  had  felt  proud  when  he  first  set 
foot  ashore  here  to  know  that  he  was  on  British 
soil  once  more.  But  he  took  back  all  that 
pride  when  he  found  himself  in  a  British  Col- 
ony where  British  institutions  were  so  sadly 
misrepresented.  If  the  Mayor  was  Chier  Mag- 
istrate, who  was  above  him  but  the  Governor? 
[Applause.]  The  petty  Magistrate  says  to 
the  Chief  Magistrate,"  I  want  this  room; 
you  may  take  the  one  up  stairs."  This  was  a 
great  indignity.  It  was  the  duty  of  the  petty 
Magistrate  to  have  adjonrned  his  court  at  the 
summons  of  the  Chief  Magistrate,  and  to  have 
csme  up  stairs  himself.  That  was  the  proper 
course  to  be  pursued  in  a  British  Colony. 

Mr.  Searby— Councillor  Copland,  time's 
going. 

Mr.  Copland  was  aware  of  that,  but  wished 
to  state  that  the"  Police  Magistrate  was  wrong. 
Let  tbe  Corporation  be  dignified,  but  let  it 
muiotain  its  rights  at  all  hazards.  He  would 
therefore  move  te  adjourn  until  to-morrow 
evening,  and  in  the  meantime  every  member 
should  consider  the  subject  well. 

Mr.  Reid  believed  that  an  adjournment 
for  a  fortnight  should  take  place,  and  that  a 
publio  meeting  should  be  held  on  the  sub- 
ject. Let  the  adjournment  be  for  two  weeks. 

Mrr  Stronach  thought  a  two  weeks'  ad- 
journment bad  policy,  and  moved  an  ad- 
journment until  Friday  evoning  next.  A 
publio  meeting  might  be  held  on  Wednes- 
day evening,  and  a  fair  expression  of  public 
opinion  obtained.  Tbe  publio  mind  should 
be  reached  while  warm  on  the  subject.  A 
great  deal  had  been  done  by  the  Conncil 
but  nothing  had  become  law. 

Mr.  Reid  said  that  the  Couneil  might  sit 
for  a  twelvemonth  and  nothing  become  law. 
Let  the  right  of  the  Council  to  the  place  be 
tested  now.  «l 

Mr.  Lewis  seconded  Mr.  Stronnch's amend- 
ment, and  suggested  tbat  counsel  be  em- 
ployed by  the  Corporation. 

Mr.  Reid  was  anxious  the  public  should 
understand  that  it  was  the  fault  of  tbe  Gov- 
ernment, in  not  giving  the  Council  a  place 
to  meet  in,  that  nothing  was  done. 

Mr.  Hicks  liked  the  suggestion  for  a  pub- 
lic meeting  on  Wednesday  night,  presided 
over  by  the  Mayor. 

Amid  considerable  coufusion  caused  by 
the  offering  of  half  a  dozen  motions  and 
amendments,  the  question  on  an  adjourn- 
ment until  Friday  evening  was  put  to  the 
meeting  and  carried,  and  the  Council  broke 
up. 

And  thus  endetb  the  first  battle  for  the 
possesion  of  the  citv  property.  Happily  it 
proved  bloodless ;  but  it  looked  sanguinary 
enough  at  first. 

Revolutionary  Skins  in  Russia. — Tbe 
English  Shipping  Gateite  says  :  "  It  is  evi- 
dent the  Russian  government  associate  tbe  re- 
cent fires  with  a  revolutionary  movement  of 
considerable  magnitude.  A  city  like  St.  Pe- 
tersburgh  is  nover  divided  off  into  military  dis- 
tricts and  placed  under  martial  law  in  order 
to  prevent  or  control  accidental  conflagrations: 
but  where  such  conflagrations  result,  or  are 
supposed  to  result,  from  revolutionary  move- 
ments, tbe  course  which  has  been  pursued  by 
the  government  is  susceptible  of  ready  and 
most  satisfactory  explanation" 
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Encouragement  of  Agriculture. 

It  is  highly  important  for  the  permanent 
interest  and  progress  of  this  Province  that 
no  means  should  be  left  untried  to  enoourage 
the  pursuit  of  agriculture  in  our  midst 
wherever  it  is  practicable.  We  need  not 
dwell  upon  the  manifold  advantages  that 
nearly  every  other  country  has  derived  from 
devoting  attention  to  that  prominent  branch 
of  industrial  art.  With  a  view  of  instituting 
a  comparison,  it  is  only  necessary  to  look  at 
out  condition  at  the  present  time  as  produc- 
ers and  consumers,  to  come  to  the  con- 
clusion that  we  have  not  yet  began  to  make 
use  of  the  resources  lyiug  at  our  own  door. 
What  proportion,  for  instance,  does  our  con- 
sumption of  grain  bear  to  the  am  aunt  grown 
by  our  farmers  ?  We  fear  the  result  of-  the 
comparison  would  not  be  very  nattering  to 
our  feeling*  of  local  pride.  But  this  should 
not  be  the  ease.  There  is  no  earthly  reason 
why,  instead  of  importing  nearly  everything 
'  we  eat,  we  khouli  not  be  able  to  have  a 
large  surplus  o  agricultural  produce  for  ex- 
port to  British  Columbia  Or  elsewhere.  We 
have  lai  d  enough  for  all  the  population  we 
4  can  reckon  up  >u  for  many  yearT  to-come, 
>  with  a  soil  not  to  be  excelled  by  any  place 
for  fertility.  All  that  ie  required  is  to  have 
it  occupied  by  those  who  are  willing  to  cul- 
tivate it. 

In  nearly  all  the  Provinces  of  British 
America  the  Government  has  taken  a  very 
active  part  in  inducing,  by  every  possible 
means,  the  settlement  of  the  country  and 
the  improvement  in  the  quantity  and  quality 
of  agricultural  products.  Large  sums  ate 
devoted  by  law  for  the  purpose  of  being  be- 
stowed as  prizes  by  Agricultural  Societies. 
So  important,  indeed,  is  the  development  of 
the  industrial  resources  of  those  countries 
deemed  to  be  that  nearly  all  of  them  hnve 
a  department  of  Government  to  represent 
and  look  after  those  interests.  We  have  no 
Bureau  of  Agriculture  in  the  Colony.  The 
development  of  our  trade,  our  manufactures, 
our  mining  aud  agriculture,  must  depend, 
for  a  time,  at  least,  upon  disjointed  legisla- 
tion. But  we  hope  that  our  Agricultural 
Society  will  take  charge  of  the  matter  and 
keep  it  before  our  representatives.    At  the 

for  a  grant 

of  the  sum  of  £250,  to  be  placed  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  Society  for  the  advancement  of 
agriculture;  We  do  not  think  that  anything 
granted  by  the  House  of  Assembly  for  that 
purpose  would  be  money  thrown  away. 
Judiciously  distributed  in  the  shape  of 
prizes,  it  would  soon  be  produeiive  of  ample 
ieturn  in  the  increased  quantity  of  articles 
of  consumption  produced  oh  this  island.  In 
.  view  of  the  large  quantity  of  flour  consumed 
*■  here  and  exported  to  British  Columbia,  and 
which  we  at  present  derive  nesrly  altogether 
from  California  and  Oregon,  we  think  the 
growth  of  wheat  in  large  quantities  should 
be  made  a  special  object  of  attention, 
and  encouragement  on  the  part  of  the  gov- 
ernment.

She  declii.ed  complying  with  the  request, 
called  him  a  "  loafer,"  aud  a  "drunkard,"  and 
told  him  to  leave  her.  Keitliley  then  said,

that  way,  do  your"  Jane  replied  "Yes!" 
whcieupou  he  suddenly  plunged  the  knife  into 
her  bnck,  uud,  withdrawing  it,  struck  her 
twice  in  the  side  with  his  clenched  fist.  The 
womar.,  bleeding  profusely  from  the  knife- 
wound,  and  screaming  at  tne  top  of  her  voice, 
staggeed  from  the  wash-housa  into  the  Inn, 
where  she  was  caught  in  the  arms  of  oue  of 
j  the  proprietors.

should  not  in  the  course  of  four  or  flve  years 
be  able  to  raise  nearly  150,000  barrels  of 
flour  more  than  what  we  would  require  for 
our  own  use.  We  need  only  take  the  yie'd 
of  50,000  acres  of  wheat  at  the  very  low 
average  of  25  bushels  to  the  acre.  This  will 
give  us  1.250,000  bushels,  equivalent  to  250,- 
000  barrels  of  flour.  Should  we  have  50,000 
of  a  population  on  the  Island  in  five  years, 
which  we  may  pretty  safely  count  upon, 
there  will  be  a  home  consumption  of  say 
100.000  barrels,  leaving  the  above  surplus  of 
150,000  barrels  for  export.  Any  one  can  calcu- 
late the  amount  of  profit  that  the  community 
would  derive  from  that  shite  of  things.  The 
prospect  we  do  not  consider  as  at  all  imagin- 
ary or  overdrawn.  Let  the  government  give 
an  annual  premium,  say  £100,  for  the  growth 
of  the  best  25  acres  of  wheat,  arid  £50  for 
the  second  best.  The  amount  of  the  prize 
is  not  a  great  deal,  but  is  sufficient  to  in- 
,  duce  men  to  put  in  grain  in  large  quantities, 
and  take  care  to  have  a  good  crop.  It  would 
perhaps  be  as  well  to  make  the  prize  public 

•  immediately,  but  to  be  competed  for  within 
another  year  or  iwo.  In  this  way  our  new 
settlers  in  the  Cowichan  and  Comax  coun- 
tries would  have  an  opportunity  of  entering 
the  lists.  The  Agricultural  Society  would 
be  the  proper  parties  to  decide  upon  the 

•  merit  of  the  samples  offered  for  competition, 
and  should  form  their  opinion  by  personal 
inspection  on  the  ground,  thus  they  would 
be  better  able  to  form  a  true  opinion  of  the 
wants  of  the  country.  When  one  considers 
what  a  number  of  benefits  would  arise— 
what  an  amount  of  improvement  would  be 
effected  in  every  branch  of  industry  by  the 
full  development  of  our  farming  capabilities, 
we  cannot  help  wishing  that  the  thing  were 
more  energetically  urged  by  those  who  have 
an  interest  in  the  prosperity  of  the  colony. 
Our  shipping  and  manufacturing  would 
equally  be  benefited.  We  should  want  grist- 
mills, millers,  and  machinists,  manufacturers 
of  agricultural  implements,  coasters  for  the 
carriage  of  merchandise  and  grain,  in  fact 
all  the  elements  making  a  community  great 
and  prosperous  would  come  into  play  through 
the  settling  and  cultivating  of  the  soil.

Dead  Body  Found  in  thk  Woods — 
Mysterious  Affair.— Yesterday  afternoon, 
about  fi  o'clock,  a  man,  while  walking 
through  the  woods  about  half-way  between 
Dr.  Tolmie'*  and  Mr.  Finluyson's  residences, 
discovered  what  he  supposed  to  be  a  piece 
of  clothing  sticking  out  of  the  ground  among 
some  bushes,  and  taking  hold  of  the  same 
and  pulling,  wa«  horror-stricken  on  seeing 
the  arm  of  a  man  protruding  from  the  loose 
ground.  Further  investigation  revealed  the 
fact  that  the  body  of  a  man  was  interred 
there,  and  he  forthwith  repaired  to  the 
Police  Barracks  and  laid  information  of  the 
finding  before  Sergt.  Blake,  Ly  whom  an 
officer  was  despatched  to  the  spot  to 
examine  the  remains.  He  returned  last  night,

The  body, 
which  wan  slightly  decomposed,  was  left  in  the 
bushes,  und  the  Coroner  notified.  An  inquest 
will  be  held  today  The  remains  are  supposed 
to  be  those  of  u  murdered  white  man,  although 
there  is  some  reason  to  believe  that  they  are 
those  of  an  Indiau  who  died  ol  small  pox.

The  Seaman's  Bride  Suits.— The  investi- 
gation into  the  trouble  to  which  this  vessel  has 
been  brought  rand  she  is  not  the  first  " sea- 
man's bride  "  that  bss  got  herself  into  trouble 
since  sailors  commenced  to  navigate  the  deep; 
was  continued  yesterday  in  the  Police  Court. 
Witnesses  were  called  to  prove  t hut  there  was 
no  lime  juice  served  out  to  the  passengers;  no 
mustard  ;  but  little  pepper  ;  bad  butter  and 
short  weight :  muggotty  Hour  ;  stinking  beef, 
etc.,  etc.,  and  bo  on  throughout  the  entire 
length  and  breadth  of  the  dietary  scale.  Little 
of  the  food  was  pronounced  good — some  was 
iudiflereul— and  the  balance  was  of  the  worss 
possible  description.   Dr.  Davie  was  called,  as 
a  scientific  witness,  to  testify  as  to  the  quality 
of  sntnples  of  batter  and  flour  produced  in 
Court.   The  doctor  smclled  the  '•  butter,"  and 
pronounced  it  cart-grease,  uot  fit  for  human 
food— might  suit  pigs  with  strong  stomachs. 
The  doctor  next  examined  the   flour  mi- 
croscopically,  and  discovered  two  weevils 
(alias    maggots),    wiggling    through    it — 
choice  specimens  of  -'animated  nature"- 
and  thought  that  bread  made  out  of  that 
flour  and  buttered  with  that  butter  would  be 
injurious  to  health  ;  the  strong  butter  might 
assist  n  weak  constitution,  but  it  was  doubt- 
ful.

Webster,  whom  the  victim  subsequently  proved 
to  be,  immediately  turned  and  run  from  the 
house  towuids  Blunchurd  street,  and  wheu 
about  ten  yurds  distant,  from  the  house,  Law- 
rence lired  again,  but  the  deceased  continued 
to  run,  aud  was  noon  lost  sight  of  in  the  dark- 
ness. A  colored  man.  who  witnessed  the 
whole  affair,  uud  heard  Lawrence  call  deceased 
Kanty.  says  the  latter  mudu  no  outcry,  but 
continued  to  run,  nnd  that  supposing  Law- 
rence had  missed  his  aim,  he  went  about  his 
business  and  thought  no  more  of  the  affair ; 
but  about  ten  miuuies  suhsequent  to  the 
shola  being  fired^a  Mr.  Booth,  a  carpenter 
residing  on  Kae  street,  near  the  residence  of 
Mr.  J.  S.  Drummoiid,  heard  groaning,  snd 
proceeding  to  the  spot  from  whence  the 
the  sound  proceeded,  found  deceased  lying 
prostrate  on  a  heap  of  dirt.  On  asking'him 
what  had  occurred,  Mr.  Webster  replied  that 
he  had  been  shot — fatally  wounded — with- 
out cause,  by  George  Lawrence.  He 
was  assisted  into  Mr.  Drummond's  bouse, 
and  Drs.  Trimble  uud  Dickson  sent  for,  who, 
upou  striving,  examined  the  wounds  aud  fouud 
that  both  shots  had  taken  effect— one  having 
entered  his  stomach  und  passed  entirely  through 
his  body  to  the  spine,  where  it  buried  ilsell — 
iuflictiug  the  fatal  wound  :  the  other  hud  en- 
tered his  right  shoulder,  near  the  joiut. 

When  told  that  he  must  die,  the  unfortunate 
man  said  that  be  had  not  expected  to  recover 
from  the  lirst,  and  began  to  make  prepara- 
tions for  his  lute  as  calmly  us,  the  pain  which 
his  wounds  caused  him  would  permit.  His  two 
younger  brothers,  who  were  fortunately  in 
town,  wen-  summoned  to  his  side  und  remuincd 
with  him  to  the  lust,  supporting  their  beloved 
relative  in  their  arms  uud  soothing  his  down- 
ward passage  to  the  tomb  by  every  means  iu 
their  power  which  their  griel'-ludeu  hearts 
could  suggest.  Numerous  Iriends  also  sur- 
rounded the  bed  of  the  dying  mun,  aud  cou- 
tributed  towards  his  comfort.  For  ubout  un 
hour  and  a  quarter  Mr.  Webster  seemed  to 
suffer  iuteusu  agony.  About  hull  past  ten 
o'clock  he  rested  easier,  and  Lawrence, 
who  hud  been  arrested  at  his  house  by  Ser- 
geant BJake,  was  brought  before  him,  but  he 
was  too  fur  guue  to  recognize  his  aluyor,  und 
remained  in  u  state  ot  semi-stupor  until  five 
minutes  to  11  o'clock,  when  he  quietly  breathed 
his  last — the  victim  of  a  fatal  mistake. 

Before  expiring,  Mr.  Webster  made  an  an/« 
mortem  statement  to  tbe  Coroner,  Dr.  Dick- 
son, in  which  be  accused  George  Lawreuce 
of  having  committed  the  deed,  and  said 
that  he  was  at  a  loss  to  account  for 
it,  as  they  were  good  friends.  Lawrence 
wept  bitterly  when  brought  before  Mr.  Web- 
ster, and  said  that  he  thought  the  deceased 
was  Kanty,  a  man  who  had  foully  wronged 
and  maltreated  him  while  at  Cariboo,  and 
seeing  him  around  his  house  so  enraged  him 
that  in  tbe  heat  of  the  moment  he  drew  the 
weapon  and  fired.  From  the  position  of  tbe 
wounds  it  is  believed  that  the  deceased  must 
have  been  backing  away  from  the  spot  with 
his  face  towaids  Lawrence  wheu  he  received 
the  injuries. 

Mr.  Webster  was  greatly  respected  by  all 
classes  in  the  community  with  whom  he  was 
brought  in  contact,  and  his  untimely  end  has 
caused  universal  regret.  He  was  a  native  of 
Wellingborough,  Northamptonshire,  Eng., 
unmarried,  aged  about  38  years,  and  for- 
merly resided  in  Sacramento,  California. 
About  three  months  ago  be  lost  a  brother-in- 
law,  who  was  drowned  by  the  upsettiug  of  a 
boat  on  Eraser  River. 

Lawrence  formerly  kept  bar  for  Mason  & 
Balls.  He  is  an  Englishman  by  birth,  aud  is 
only  about  five  feet  four  inches  in  height.  He 
has  a  wife  and  two  or  three  children.  When 
first  arrested  he  denied  having  committed  tbe 
deed,  but  while  oo  his  way  to  the  Barracks  he 


that  the  water  was  short  for  eight  days 
previous  to  reaching  "Frisco  ;"  and  the  food 
generally  bad.  The  case  fir  the  prosecu- 
tion wus  closed  about  six  o'clock,  when  the 
Purser  of  the  vessel  was  called  for  the  de- 
fence.

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Summary  Court  for  Small  Debt*. 

There  U  nothing  of  greater  advantage  and 
convenience  to  the  inhabitants  of  any  country 
or  any  community  than  a  cheap  aod  expe- 
ditions system  of  administering  justice  between 
man  and  man.  Moat  people  nave  a  spice  of 
litigation  in  their  composition  ;  they  do  not 
like  to  be  imposed  on,  as  they  call  it,  when 
tbey  differ  with  one  another  about  some  trifling 
account,  or  find  that  their  opponent  is  disposed 
to  shuffle  about  paying  his  lawful  debts.  Ac- 
cordingly, in  nine  cases  out  of  ten,  they  are 
sure  to  refer  the  matter  to  the  proper  (orum 
tor  adjudication.  It  has  often  struck  us  as  a 
rather  strange  anomaly  that  there  should  be 

such  a  distinction  made  between  the  mode  of 
settling  civil  and  criminal  matters.  Every 
body  is  aware  that  if  one  man  knocks  another 
down  and  the  latter  complains  of  the  assault 
before  a  magiatrate,  the  matter  will  be  de- 
cided immediately  and  redress  given  for  the 
injury.  But  let  Johu  Thompson  become  in- 
debted to  his  neighbor  Brown  iu  the  sum  of 
ten  dollars  and  dispute  the  debt  or  refuse  to 
pay  it,  there  is  no  such  remedy  as  having  the 
matter  brought  before  the  magistrate  at  once 
lor  decision.  The  magistrate  has  no  power  to 
meddle  with  that  class  ot  injuries,  although  be 
is  quite  as  capable  of  deciding  correctly  in  the 
owe  ae  the  other.    Brown,  notwithstanding  ke 


may  be  more  inconvenienced  by  the  detention 
of  his  money  than  if  he  had  suflered  Irom  a 
wrong  called  by  a  harsher  name,  must  wait  a 
month,  and  sometimes  over  two  months,  be- 
fore he  cen  even  have  it  decided  that  be  is  en- 
titled to  get  his  money ;  and  then  perhaps 
long  enough  ere  it  is  actually  paid  over  to  him. 
The  consequence  is  that  it  is  almost  impossible 
to  get  a  man  to  pay  up  a  small  account  within 
a  reasonable  time  it  he  is  anywise  rogueishly 
inclined.  But  some  will  say  "  give  no  credit  " 
— '•  have  your  money  paid  down."  Any  man 
in  business  can  tell  how  frequently  it  is  impos- 
sible to  enforce  that  rule  amid  our  multifarious 
daily  transactions. 

Small  debts  will  always  be  brewing  as 
long  as  any  business  is  done,  and  we  can 
only  meet  the  evil  by  having  them  decided 
aocording  as  they  arise,  and  with  as  little 
expense  as  possible.  At  present  our  only 
inferior  court  of  civil  jurisdiction  is  presided 
over  by  the  chief  justice,  and  is  held  about 
len  times  during  the  year — there  being  no 
sitting  during  the  months  of  August  and  Sep- 
tember. This  is  certainly  not  often  enough, 
although  we  do  no*  aeo  that  Judge  Cameron 
can  possibly  sit  oftener,  and  at  the  same 
time  properly  attend  to  causes  in  the  superior 
jurisdiction,. in  equity  and  criminal  matters, 
which  must  continue  to  increase  in  number 
and  importance.  The  Home  Government 
evidently  never  intended,  when  they  con- 
stituted the  Supreme  Court  of  Civil  Justice 
in  this  Colony,  that  the  Chief  Justice  should 
preside  over  any  court  of  inferior  jurisdic- 
tion, for,  by  the  very  words  of  the  Order  in 
Council  by  which  it  was  called  into  exist- 
ence,  the  Supreme  Court  has  "  full  power, 
jurisdiction,  and  authority,  to  review  the  pro- 
ceedings of  all  inferior  courts  of  civil  justice 
within  Her  Majesty's  said  Colony,  and,  if 
necessary,  may  set  aside  and  correct  the 
same."  The  absurdity  of  Judge  Cameron 
sitting  aside  one  of  bis  own  judgments  is 
apparent  to  any  one.  * 

We  cannot  conceive  the  necessity  ot  sub- 
jecting parties  who  may  have  suits  in  the 
inferior  court  to  the  expense  of  employing 
lawyers  to  manage  their  business.  One 
would  think  that  the  ''dignity  of  the  profes- 
sion" might  And  higher  game  to  pursue  than 
descending  to  higgle  about  some  of  the  two- 
penny half-penny  affairs  that  come  to  trial 
in  that  court.  Although  a  man  may  manage 
his  own  suits  in  court,  yet  the  presence  of 
counsel  upon  the  opposite  side  in  effect 
forces  him  to  employ  another  lawyer,  who 
must  have  his  expenses  paid,  for  the  court 
will  allow  no  other  agents  than  lawyers  to 
practice.  This  fact  causes  many  men  tn 
keep  from  seekiog  redress  altogether,  and 
to  let  their  money  go. 

What  the  colony  wants  is  to  have  a  juris- 
diction given  to  magistrates  all  over  the 
country  to  enable  them  to  entertain  suits  for 
the  recovery  of  small  debts.  Suitors  should 
have  the  right  to  demand  a  jury  if  they  think 
proper,  and  also  in  case  of  improper  decision 
10  appeal  to  the  Chief  Justice.  At  the  same 
time  it  should  be  insisted  that  there  should 
be  no  monopoly  allowed  to  the  gentlemen 
of  the  gown  in  the  conducting  of  complaints 
before  the  Justice,  but  that  suitors  might 
employ  whom  they  please. 

IT  this  system  be  introduced  we  shall  have 
fewer  oauses  ot  complaint  of  the  delay  and 
the  expense  attendant  upon  the  collection  of 
•mall  sums.  Settlers  who  have  made  their 
homes  in  the  interior — along  the  coast — or 
up  in  the  districts  now  being  made  up, 
would,  upon  the  appointment  of  a  magistrate 
among  them,  be  able  to  have  any  little  dis- 
putes that  would  arise  settled  at  once  with 
little  cost. 


ADDITIONAL  NEWS. 

[BT   THB  BTHAMBR  BUZ  A  AKUBKSON.] 

Sam  Francisco,  via  Yrkka,  Aug.  29. 
Louisville,  Aug.  28. — Gen.  Johnson  was 
compelled  to  surrender  near  Gallatin,  21st, 
because  his  foroe.  numbering  seven  hun- 
dred, after  fighting  bravely  for  some  time, 
became  unmanageable,  and  finally  run,  ex- 
cepting seventy-five.  Johnson,  Major  Wen- 
fray,  and  three  other  officers  were  taken 
prisoners.  Federal  loss  20  killed  and  33 
wounded  ;  rebel  loss  13  killed  and  40  woun- 
ded.   Morgan's  force  was  1800. 

Washington,  Aug.  28. — The  official  report 
of  the  expedition  down  the  Mississippi,  a  few 
days  since,  say  the  rebol  transport  Fairplay 
was  captured,  with  a  cargo  of  arms  and  am- 
munition. The  railroad  and  telegraph  at 
Monroe,  Louisiana,  was  destroyed  thus  out- 
ing off  communication  between  Yicksburg, 
Little  Rock,  and  Providence  (La).  A  por- 
tion of  the  force,  with  rams,  went  up  the 
Yazoo,  where  a  buttery  of  42  pounders  and 
two  field  pieces  were  taken.  The  heavy 
guns  were  destroyed,  and  the  field  pieces 
brought  away.  The  expedition  ascended  the 
Yazoo  above  Sunflower,  but  was  compelled 
to  return  in  consequence  of  the  low  stage  of 
the  water.  Despatches  from  Kentucky  state 
that  rebel  generals  Morgan,  Frost,  and  Wood- 
ward, had  concentrated  their  forces  and  were 
now  marching  on  Bowling  Green. 

Cincinnati,  Aug.  28.— The  rebel  force 
threatening  General  Morgan  at  Cumberland 
Gap  are  said  to  be  about  70,000  strong,  under 
Gen.  Bragg.  There  is  a  reserve  of  40,000  at 
Chattanooga.  Gen.  Buoll  is  moving  up  to 
confront  Bragg.  The  rebel  reserve  will  at- 
tempt  to  hold  him  in  check  white  Sragg 
attacks  Morgan  tor  possession  of  the  Gap. 

Monday  last  Bell  [Buell?]  was  30  miles 
northeast  of  Deceard,  and  ten  miles  from 
Chattanooga.  A  battle  in  that  vicinity  is 
shortly  expected. 

Chicago,  Aug.  28. — By  mail  we  derive 
the  following  from  the  army  of  Yirgioia : 
On  Wednesday  the  20th  the  rebels  drove  in 
our  pickets  near  Brandy  Station,  between 
Culpepper  and  Rappahannock. 

A  charge  by  the  Pennsylvania  Cavalry 
routed  the  enemy,  driving  them  back  to  the 
Wells.  Thursday,  21st,  five  regiments  crossed 
on  u  pontoon  bridge,  which  had  been  built  the 
night  previous,  almost  walking  into  Sigel  s 
masked  batteries,  which  opened  on  them  with 
canister  and  grape,  mowing  them  down  by 
scores.  It  is  reported  that  no  less  than  seveu 
hundred  were  killed  and  two  thousand  cap- 
tured. The  remainder  retreated  across  the 
river  in  great  confusion.   Our  loss  slight. 

On  Friday  several  of  our  batteries  opened 
on  the  enemy  from  this  side  of  the  river,  ncur 
Rappahannock  railroad  bridge.  The  rebels 
fled  in  great  disorder  to  the  woods,  large  num- 
bers ot  them  killed  and  wounded.  During 
the  afternoon  Sigel's  brigade  crossed  the  river, 
drove  toe  enemy's  pickets  in.  who  being  rein- 
forced came  upon  the  74th  Peno.,  one  of  the 
regiments  composing  the  brigade,  and  drove  it 
back  in  confusion  to  the  river,  where  a  number 
jumped  in  and  were  drowned,  others  were  shot 
while  running  aod  a  large  number  captured. 
The  loss  of  the  74th  is  said  to  be  110. 

On  Saturday  morning,  the  23d,  our  artillery 
along  the  whole  line  on  this  side  of  the  Rap- 
pahannock, opened  on  the  enemy.  The  first 
firing  commenced  oear  Bolton  Station,  and 
soon  extended  along  the  whole  left  wing.  The 
enemy  promptly  replied,  and  for  several  hours 
the  terrible  firing  continued  on  both  sides ;  it 
was  probably  the  heaviest  artillery  battle  ever 
fought  on  this  continent ;  by  2  o'clock  the 
firing  somewhat  abated,  until  finally  it  stopped 
as  if  by  mutual  agreement.  Shell  was  almost 
altogether  fired,  though  occasionally  round 
shot  and  pieces  of  railroad  iron  were  used  with 
the  rebels'  shells.  During  the  whole  shelling 
sharp-shooters  supported  our  batteries,  and  did 
terrible  execution  on  the  enemy. 

Friday  afternoon,  the  22d. — A  company  ot 
rebel  cavalry  crossed  the  river  to  the  right  of 
Rappahaunock  Station.  The  Sharp-shooters 
dismounted  all  but  four  of  them. 


News  from  Williams  Creek- 


Mr.  Henry  Phillips,  who  left  Grier'g  claim 
on  Williams  Creek  on  the  20th  August,  re- 
ports that  the  claim  was  yielding  on  the  aver- 
age of  one  hundred  ounces  of  dust  every 
twenty-four  hours  to  twenty  hands  employed. 
The  hands  receive  810  per  day  each,  finding 
themselves.  Adams'  claim  is  considered  the 
richest  in  the  whole  country.  Steele's ,  Abbott's 
aud  the  other  claims  are  paying  as  richly  as 
ever. 

Mr.  J.  T.  Scott,  and  Cumeron,  of  New 
Westminster,  "  struck  it  rich  "  on  Williams 

Creek,  about  half  a  mile  above  the  town,  four 
days 'before  Mr.  Phillips  left,  and  tor  four  suc- 
cessive days  took  out  .10  ounces  per  day  to  six 
bunds.  The  diggings  are  three-quarters  of  a 
mile  above  any  other  rich  creek-claim  and  it 
is  supposed  that  all  the  intermediate  ground  is 
equally  rich. 

A  two-fifth's  interest  in  Crier's  claim  has 
been  sold  for  $31,500  to  T.  J.  Price. 

The  bill  claims  on  the  creek  are  paying  mod- 
erately well.  Cunningham's  creek  claim  it  is 
expected  will  be  worked  out  this  year. 

Floor  was  cheaper — 85  cents  per  pound 
wholesale  and  90  cents  retail.  It  is  expected 
that  from  50  te  60  men  will  winter  on  the  creek 
this  year.

Skim  iee 
formed  every  night  through  summer  in  tbe 
open  air. 

The  prostitutes  on  the  creek— nine  in 
number — put  on  great  airs.  They  dress  in 
male  attire  and  swagger  through  the  saloons 
and  mining  camps  with  cigars  or  huge  quids 
of  tobacco  in  their  mouths,  cursing  and 
swearing,  and  look  like  anything  bnt  tbe 
angels  in  petticoats  heaven  intended  they 
should  be.  Each  has  a  revolver  or  a  bowie- 
knife>itavhed  to  her  waist,  and  it  is  quite  a 
cuntiuon  occurence  to  see  one  or  more  wo- 
men dressed  in  male  attire  playing  poker 
in  the  saloons,  or  drinking  whisky  at 
the  bars.  They  are  a  degraded  set,  and  all 
good  men  in  the  vicinity  wish  them  hun- 
dreds of  miles  away. 

Tux  Cotton  Trm>k. — Returns  of  the  im- 
portation ot  cotton  for  the  five  months  ending 
the  Slat  nit,  show  that  the  total  receipts  from 
the  United  States  were  only  30,396  bales, 
against  4,940,622  bales  in  the  corresponding 
period  of  last  year  and  5." 8 1, ! 3 1  balea  in  the 
corresponding  year  of  1800.  Our  aggregate 
importations  from  all  countries  were  1,267,- 
881  Dales,  which  is  equal  only  to  23  per  cent, 
of  the  total  receipts  in  the  first  five  months 
of  last  year,  and  to  little  more  than  10  per 
cent,  of  the  amount  in  the  same  months  of 
1860.  India  has  contributed  734,034  bales. 
Egypt,  308,722,  and  Brazil,  75,133,  and  these 
quantities  are  about  double  those  that  were 
turnished  from  the  same  countries  in  tbe 
like  period  of  last  year.  Our  miscellaneous 
receipts  from  various  places  not  specificially 
distinguished  have  been  119,596  in  1861. 

The  Corriere  Mercantile  of  Genoa  devotes 
a  leading  article  to  the  subject  of  the  culti- 
vation of  cotton  in  Italy.  It  remarks  on  the 
fine  climate  of  Italy,  and  on  the  fact  that  63 
samples  of  Italian  cotton  are  at  this  moment 
exposed  to  view  at  the  Great  London  Exhi- 
bition. It  adds  that  several  English  firms 
have  applied  to  the  government  of  Turin  for 
permission  to  survey  those  tracts  of  land 
which  might  be  advantageously  applied  to 
the  cultivations  of  the  article  in  question, 
and  that  M.  d'Anfora  di  Lidinarro,  Italian 
consul  at  New  York,  has  sent  over  l,2001bs. 
of  seeds  of  Sea-Island  cotton  for  experiments 
on  a  lurge  scale. — European  limes. 


An  old  Indian  woman,  says  the  Territorial 
Enterprise,  was  recently  executed  near  Day- 
ton, 1ST.  T.,  by  the  Pi-Utes,  for  being  a  witch 
or  poisoning.  The  squaw  was  taken  out  across 
the  Cursou  river,  east  of  Dayton,  among  tbe 
sand  hills,  and  executed  by  having  ber  throat 
cut.  Previous  to  her  execution  the  Indians 
held  a  grand  pow-wow  or  trial.  She  was 
charged  with  having  caused  the  death  of  seve- 
ral young  people  of  both  sexes — her  victims 
were  always  the  handsomest  in  the  tribe.  She 
is  said  to  have  thus  bewitched  to  death  or  have 
poisoned  a  great  number  of  persons  during  the 
summer — uot  only  about  Virginia  City,  Gold 
Hill.  Silver  City  and  Dayton,  but  out  at  Car- 
son Sink. 

We  suggested  to  old  John,  the  Indian  who 
gave  us  the  above  particulars,  that  these  per- 
sons might  have  died  of  small  pox,  but  he  said 
it  was  nothing  like  tbe  small  pox,  and  further, 
that  the  Indians  understood  tbe  small  pox 
very  well,  and  had  practiced  vaccination  for  a 
great  many  years.  He  says  the  victims  never 
lived  over  24  hours  after  being  attacked,  and 
all  died  in  great  agony.  The  symptoms  were 
a  violent  burning  puin  in  the  region  of  the 
stomach,  aud  a  considerable  flow  of  blood  from 
the  mouth  and  nostrils  just  previous  to  death. 
John  says  that  a  brotbsr  to  tbe  old  woman 
was  executed  at  the  same  time,  as  a  partner 
in  her  murderous  work  ;  but  another  Indian  af- 
the  brother  was  appointed

Upon 
approaching  a  spot  some  80  rods  from  the 
Phmnix  mills,  and  in  sight  of  Chapin'a  mill, 
they  saw  two  Indians  upon  the  prostrate 
form  of  another,  with  large  stones  in  their 
hands,  beating  his  brains  out,  while  some  20 
others  stood  looking  on.  When  the  Indian 
was  beaten  senseless,  one  who  appeared  to 
be  a  chief  came  up  and  stuck  a  kuife  into 
bis  throat  and  side.  His  bead  was  then  cut 
nearly  off,  and  the  body — after  permission 
had  been  obtained  of  the  gentleman  from 
Silver  City — dragged  to  a  shaft  near  by, 
some  12  or  15  feet  deep,  and  thrown  into  it. 
At  this  juncture  two  squaws  and  two  Indian 
men  came  up,  lamenting  and.  howling,  and 
one  of  tbe  squaws,  although  in  some  degree 
by  an  old  man,  commenced  an 
attack  upon  the  party  with  stones,  causing  a 
general  stampede.    She  next  attacked  Mr 

 ,  the  gentleman  from  Silver  City,  who 

stood  1  joking  into  the  shaft  where  the  dead 
Indian  lay.  Tbe  Indians  advised  him  to 
leave,  and  he  did  so,  returning  to  Silver  City. 
The  Indian*  now  went  dowu  to  Dayton, 
crossed  to  the  other  side  of  the  river,  and 
killed  tbe  sister  of  the  Indian  man  they  had 

just  executed.    Later  in  the  day,  Mr.  , 

of  Silver  City,  went  back  to  the  shaft,  and 
saw  a  young  Indian  coming  out  of  it,  with 
his  faoe  smeared  with  blood,  aa  though  be 
had  been  embracing  a  dead  body.  This 

Eoung  fellow  said  that  the  Indian  who  atab- 
ed  tne  deceased  was  no  chief,  and  had  no 
right  to  do  so,  and  that  be  was  going  to  see 
Winnemucca  about  it  and  have  him  killed. 
The  poisoning  story  is  as  above  related. 
There  would  seem  to  be  great  excitement 
among  aome  of  the  Indians  in  regard  to  the 
matter,  as  there  is  considerable  running  from 
town  to  town,  and  cruising  about  in  general. 

As  Amcient  Couple  Married — An  Ear- 
lt  Attachment  Realized — Yesterday  af- 
ternoon the  dull  routine  of  business  at  Justice 
Perry's  Court,  was  varied  by  n  wedding  of  a 
rather  singular  churacter.

Direct  Communication  bktwekn  Can- 
ada^ **«u  British  Columbia. —  You  will 
notice  in  our  English  advices  that  the  sub- 
ject of  regular  communicalion  between  Can- 
ada and  British  Columbia  hits  been  intro- 
duced in  the  House  of  Lords.  The  Earl  of 
Dunoughouse  suggests  the  purchase  by  Gov- 
ernment of  the  Hudson  liay  Company's 
territorial  priviligcs,  so  as  to  form  an  entire 
now  colony  in  that  region.  The  subject  of 
purchasing  this  territory,  or  rather  their 
monopoly  priviligca  to  use  it,  has  been  before 
Parliament  more  than  once  before  thi«,  and 
always  Under  ciruurnstanues  that  raised  a 
strong  suspicion  that  the  present  owners  wero 
exceedingly  anxious  to  get  rid  of  their  char- 
ter rights.  The  subject  now  comes  up  under 
better  auspices,  iu  view  of  the  anxiety  now 
so  prevalent  in  England  to  establish  an  over- 
land route  to  their  gold  fields  in  Rritish  Co- 
lumbia.— N.'W  York  Cor.  8.  F.  Bulletin. 


Tobacco  Culture  in  Sutter  County.— 
A  tine  large  tobacco  plant  was  brought  into 
Mitrysville  the  other  day  from  the  ranch  of 
ex-Senator  DeLong,  in  Sutter  county,  and 
was  exhibited  at  Tucker's  cigar  store.  The 
height  of  the  plant  was  about  4  feot.  nnd  the 
leaves  were  of  the  extraordinary  length  of  3 
feet,  and  width  of  IS  inches.  This,  of  course, 
is  only  valuable  as  an  instance  of  the  great 
prolifionessof  the  soil,  for  the  beat  tobacco  is 
that  which  is  made  to  grow  in  long,  narrow 
leaves,  not  exceeding  4  or  5  inches  in  width. 
This  plaut  is  said  to  be  an  average  sample  of 
the  patch,  which  is  some  10  acres  in  extent.

Indepeudenoe  of  the  Colonies. 

Any  one  vrho  has  paid  any  attention  to 
modern  history  nnd  modern  politics  most  be 
struck  wiih  the  great  change  that  has  taken 
place  since  the  great  French  Revolution  in 
the  principles  by  which  those  concerned  in 
administering  European  governments  were 
idod.  A  statesman  who  lived 
:  eveut,  were  he  to  re  visit  the 
i  bo  able  to  recognize 
now  prevailing  among  the  rulers 
of  the  earth  than  he  would  the  individuals 
of  this  generation.  Times  have  changed, 
people  have  changed,  and  opinions  which 
fifty  years  ago  would  have  been  thought 
treasonable,  are  now  canvassed  by  people 
end  government  aa  possible  ami  likely  to 
obtain  for  the  future.  In  no  respect  oan  one 
perceive  a  more  decided  difference  between 
past  and  present  views  entertained  by  public 
men  than  that  which  baa  marked  the  policy 
of  Great  Britain  towards  her  Colonies  for  the 
last  few  years.  Circumstances  alter  cases. 
By  them  the  course  of  human  events  is 
shaped  and  the  principles  of  human  conduct 
modified.  The  same  relations  between  the 
mother  country  aud  her  Colonies  no  longer 
exists  as  in  times  past.  The  offspring  have 
in  their  time  grown  up  to  be  sturdy  etrip- 
lings.  whom  it  has  been  found  imprud wet,  tf 


not  dangerous,  to  attempt  to  hold  with  a  tight 
rein.  They  have  accordingly  been  accus- 
tomed to  look  after  themselves  to  a  consid- 
erable extent,  though  yet  remaining  mem- 
bers ol  the  parental  household.  The  mother 
country  finds  'hat  she  cannot  now  aa  former- 
ly exercise  a  control  over  the  movements  of 
Iter  dependencies,  even  though  she  is  their 
parent.  She  finds  that  the  relation  has  not 
been  productive  of  all  the  advantageous  re- 
sults that  the  statesmen  in  times  past  were 
accustomod  to  imagine  was  the  case.  Bv 
degrees  she  has  been  obliged  to  relinquish 
the  cords  which  enabled  her  to  guide  her  de- 
pendeusies  so  as  to  contribute  to  her  benefit. 
One  is  tempted  to  smile  at  the  manner  in 
which  the  statesmen  and  publiomen  of  Great 
Britain  hove  on  every  occasion  endeavored 
to  conceal  from  themselves  and  the  world 
the  fact  that  they  have  been  moved  by  no 
particle  of  selfishness  in  their  colonial  policy; 
that  they  have  been  animated  by  the  broad- 
est and  most  philanthropise  views  in  all 
questions  affecting  the  various  offshoots  de- 
pending upon  the  parent  country.  While 
we  are  disposed  to  grant  that  Great  Britain 
has  surpassed  every- other  country  in  her 
liberal  and  enlightened  treatment  of  her  de- 
pendencies, we  cannot  be  blind  to  the  fact 
that  she  has  been  forced  into  that  course  in 
*  great  measure  by  perceiving  that  any  other 
would  only  lead  to  dangerous  results.  We 
nre  all  aware  of  the  jealous  care  by  which 
England  in  days  gone  by  endeavored  to  shut 
out  other  nations  from  the  privilege  of  trad- 
ing with  her  colonies,  both  by  her  own  laws 
aud  the  supervision  exercised  by  her  over 
provincial  legislatures.  Of  course  the  pro- 
vincials had  certain  privileges  in  return. 
But  when  after  some  time  it  was  found  that 
the  restrictions  imposed  on  foreign  trade  in 
competition  with  colonial  prodnco  were  not 
akegether  consistent  with  sound  commercial 
policy,  that  is  to  say  advantageous  to  the 
mother  country,  they  were  swept  away,  and 
the  dependatieies  enjoyed  few  or  no  more 
advantages  than  any  other  nation.  How- 
ever, when  some  of  the  provinces,  following 
the  example  of  England,  attempted  to  carry 
ont  national  principles  of  economy  suited  to 
their  particular  condition,  and  imposed  a 

firotective  tariff  upon  imports,  placing  Eng- 
iah  goods  upon  the  same  footing  with  other 
countries,  then  the  first  notes  of  remon- 
strance was  heard  from  the  statesmen  of 
England.  Then  the  views  entertained  by 
benevolent  individuals  in  that  country  ol  the 
glorious  destiny  in  store  for  it  as  the  great 
civilizer  and  benefactor  of  the  human  race, 
begun  to  he  somewhat  shaken.  They  per- 
ceived from  the  trumpet-tone  of  the  great 
commercial  genius  of  the  race,  that  nations, 
aa  the  most  of  the  mercenary  units  composing 
tliem,  were  like  earth  earthy.  The  veil  of 
philanthropy  and  disinterestedness  which 
was  innocently  supposed  to  clothe  the  policy 
of  the  Home  Government  in  dealing  with  the 
colonial  empire  was  partially  withdrawn, 
end  the  real  atate  of  things  made  more 
manifest.  But  when  the  English  publio  had 
through  the  various  reports  of  committees  on 
expense  of  military  defences  in  the  colonies, 
become  thoroughly  informed  of  the  exceed- 
ingly unprofitable  nature  of  their  colonial 
investments,  they  began  to  perceive  that 
however  it  might  do  to  proclaim  to  the 
world  the  beauty  of  their  colonial  policy, 
it  was  not  a  paying  institution,  and  con- 
sequently must  be  altered,  or  the  colonies 
might  shift  for  themselves.  Of  course  there 
is  not  wanting  a  large  and  powerful,  nay, 
perhaps  the  greatest  portion  of  the  British 
publio  who  do  not  aa  yet  go  the  whole  length 
of  opinion*  jnst  indicated,  but  it  is  quite 
evident  that  they  too  will  become  converts 
to  the  principles  held  by  the  more  advanced 
class. 

Although  the  recent  outcry  in  England  at 
the  impolicy  ol  the  Home  Government  con- 
tinning  to  extend  their  protection  to  their  va- 
rious dependencies  at  the  sole  cost  of  the  peo- 
ple of  the  Old  Country  was  immediately 
caused  by  the  supposed  refusal  of  the  Cana- 
dian Govenment  to  tax  themseves  for  self-de- 
fence ;  yet  it  is  quite  evident  that  the  general 
feeling  of  the  public  of  (J  real  Britain  is  tend- 
ing towards  cutting  the  connection  between 
the  Mother  Country  and  the  colonies  u9  soon 
a»they  have  arrived  at  any  respectable  stand- 
ing. Among  tbo  odvocates  of  this  policy  we 
find  none  more  prominent  than  Goldwin  Smith. 
Speaking  more  particularly  of  Canada,  be 
quotes  from  the  Times  that  "we  (England) 
derive  no  single  advantage  frem  Canada  which 
we  do  not  derive  in  time  of  peace  from  the 
United  States,"  and  that  "opinions  in  England 
•re  perfectly  decided  that  in  the  connection  be- 
tween the  mother  country  and  tbe  eolony  the 
advantage  ia  infiaitely  more  on  the  aide  of  the 
child  than  tbe  parent.  We  no  longer  monopo- 
lise the  trade  of  the  colonies;  we  no  longer  job 
their  patronage  ;  we  cannot  hope  from  them 
any  assistance  for  defending  eur  stores,  while 
we  ere  bound  to  assist  in  protecting  thoirs." 


Speaking  of  the  temporary  emburassment  of 
the  finances  of  the  Provincc.heanya:  "The  troth 

is.  that  tbe  nominal  control  of  the  British 
Crown  aggravates  the  vice  which  besets  these 

younjr  democracies,  by  masking  from  them  the 
necessity  of  self-control  ;  while  their  commerce 
with  the  imperial  exchequer,  lending  them 
fulso  credit,  and  facilitating  their  extravagant 
undertakings,  does  them  all  the  mischief  which 
the  presumed  intentions  of  a  wealthy  relative 
do  to  a  spendthrift  boy.  Leave  the  Canadians 
to  themselves,  and  experience  will  soon  teach 
them  to  struggle  against  their  own  political 
imfirmities,  to  take  care  of  their  own  money, 
to  provide  for  their  own  defence,  and  to  avoid 
giving  unnecessary  offence  to  a  powerful  neigh- 
bor." Having  been  accused  of  trying  a  great 
national  question  by  the  new  test  of  the  bal- 
ance sheet,  lie  replies  that  he  "  has  based  his 
arguments  on  the  highest  interests  of  both  na- 
tions ;  and  that  in  mutters  political,  as  distin- 
guish! from  those  which  are  moral  or  religious, 
interest  must  be  considered,  and  the  sentiment 
divorced  from  expediency  will  uot  be  long 
lived."  We  may  here  clearly  perceive  that 
Mr.  Smith  is  only  expressing  the  views 
which  before  very  long  will  become  the 
settled  policy  of  the  Home  Government. 
Expediency  is  to  be  the  word  when  dealing 
hereafter  with  tbe  colonies  of  the  Crown. 
All  tbe  questions  of  duty  and  obligation  of 
protecting  and  sheltering  them  resolves  itself 
into  a  question  of  pounds  shillings  and  pence. 
Can  wo  wonder  therefore  if  we  fir.d  Colo- 
nists beginning  to  awako  to  the  fact  that 
they  must  begin  to  look  about  them  and  pro- 
vide for  their  complete  independence.  After 
being  told  that  they  must  pay  for  the  carry- 
ing on  ol  the  wars  into  which  they  may  be 
dragged  solely  on  account  of  their  connexion 
with  England,  as  the  Home  Government 
will  do  so  no  longer^thcy  begin  to  think 
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Tfiat  as  the  aro  to  labor  under  tfie  disadvan. 
tages  of  an  independent  nation,  they  may  as 
well  have  whatever  advantages  may  belong 
to  that  state  Accordingly  we  find  leading 
men  in  Canada  discussing  the  pro- 
priety of  obtaining  some  international 
stafus  for  that  Province.  "Such  a  status," 
suys  the  Hon.  T.  D.  MuGee  in  his  speech  be- 
fore the  electors  in  Montreal,  "as  preserved 
the  neutrality  of  Greece  in  1831,  and  that  of 
Belgium  in  1829 — such  as  would  enable 
Canada  to  remain  at  peace,  and  proceed 
with  the  important  work  of  her  own  de- 
velopment— a  neutrality  which  would  enable 
us  to  preserve  our  territory  from  being  made 
the  battle-ground  in  nil  quarrels  which  we 
did  not  originato  and  could  not  control. 
Some  neutrality  of  this  kind  appeared  to  him 
to  be  what  we  require  in  view  of  the  enor- 
mous resources  of  our  neighbors;  and  he  be- 
lieved the  time  was  not  far  distant  when 
Great  Britain  might  be  relieved  of  the  chargr 
of  our  protection  in  this  way,  and  when  oue 
own  militia  would  be  found  sufficient  to  pro- 
tect us  from  any  foray  from  without,  and 
maintain  internal  peace." 

The  sentiments  above  enunciated  by  tbe 
President  oi  the  Council  in  Canada  have  lat- 
terly begun  to  prevail  almost  universally  in 
that  Colony.  Though  quite  willing  to  main- 
tain tbe  connection  with  Great  Britain  as  long 
as  they  could  do  so  with  honor  and  dignity, 
yet  they  begin  to  perceive  the  altered  state  of 
feeling  in  England  on  tbe  matter,  nnd  the  con- 
tinual danger  they  must  be  subject  to  of  being 
dmtrged  into  war  without  their  own  consent, 
and  from  which  they  must  suffer  tbe  most, 
render  it  impossible  that  they  should  much 
longer  remain  a  Colony.  From  what  has  hap- 
pened already  with  reference  to  the  Province 
of  Canada  nnd  Great  Britain,  we  may  well 
conclude  that  the  same  policy  which  hns  oegnn 
to  characterise  the  policy  ol  the  Home  Gov- 
ernment in  that  Colony  will  in  time  be  applied 
to  all  the  other  dependencies  of  the  Crown.

Fearful  Incendiarism  in  Russia. 

A  correspondent  in  St.  Petersburgh,  writ- 
ing on  the  26lh  of  June,  gives  the  following 
horrid  picture  of  what  is  going  on  in  Russia: 

Another  sketch  illustrative  of  the  state  of 
St.  Petersburgh  during  the  terrible  catas- 
trophe will  complete  the  pictures  I  have  al- 
ready sent  you.  It  was  at  six  o'clock  in  the 
evening  that  I  heard  of  the  conflagration  at 
Tolkoutshi  Kuinok— a  market  for  second 
hand  goods.  As  I  approached  the  spot,  I 
found  myself  in  the  midst  of  two  currents  of 
people — the  one  flying  from  the  fire,  to  which 
the  others  wore  driven  by  curiosity.  On  the 
Knmenni  bridge,  where  (  was  forced  to  leave 
my  carriage,  I  was  fairly  introduced  to  the 
scene  which  awaited  me  on  the  other  side 
of  the  water.  People  were  pushing  each 
other  about  in  dreadful  oonfnsion.  Vans 
were  driven  along  loaded  with  heaps  of 
goods  saved  from  the  fire,  quarreling  and 
tears  adding  to  the  excitement  of  the  mo- 
ment. The  alarm  extended  to  all  the  neigh- 
boring streets,  where  people  began  to  leave 
their  houses  and  get  their  property  away  as 
best  they  might.  Yet  here,  as  everywhere 
else,  the  majority  of  the  crowd  mainly  con- 
sisted of  spectators,  who  were  crushing  each 
other  to  death  for  no  reasonable  purpose  in 
the  world.  It  was  with  the  greatest  diffi- 
culty that  tbe  engines  and  water  oarts  passed 
along  the  Sadovaja,  a  task  altogether  hope- 
less in  the  narrower  streets  adjoining.  When 
two  vehicles  met,  it  became  impossible  for 
them  to  pass  each  other,  the  difficulty  being 
tendered  still  greater  at  tho  corner  of  the 
streets,  an  ocean  of  peoplo  ebbing  to  and  fro 
stopping  all  real  business.  In  one  place  the 
police  were  vainly  trying  to  disperse  the 
masses  ;  in  another  the  people  threw  them- 
selves upon  the  furniture,  vainly  endeavor- 
ing to  rescue  single  articles,  when  it  was 
found  impossible  to  get  the  carts  along.  But 
the  whole  was  a  brilliant  non-success  on  all 
sides  ;  and  as  fresh  furniture  was  always 
pouring  out  of  the  houses  and  launched  into 
the  streets,  a  general  stoppage  ensued  as  the 
necessary  consequence  of  so  many  conflict- 
ing efforts.  With  the  flames  already  raging 
in  the  back-ground,  and  fresh  thousands 
pouring  into  the  streets  from  the  opposite 
side  to  get  a  glimpse  of  what  was  going  on, 
the  crushing  and  danger  grew  to  a  terrible 
pitch  ;  the  police  themselves  added  to  the 
confusion  by  driving  the  people  in  opposite 
directions,  and  occasionally  forcing  the  cur- 
rent nlong  a  narrow  pereulok,  which  crushed 
everything  before  it  by  mere  numbers  and 
weight. 

In  the  buildings  of  Aproxin  Dvor  windows 
and  doors  were  shattered  to  pieces,  end  a 
vast  variety  of  goods  flung  into  the  streets 
You  might  be  buried  under  a  heap  of  furs, 
stoned  to  death  with  boots,  or  covered  with 
an  avalanche  of  fancy  goods.  Here  a  fellow 
climbed  up  a  water  pipe;  there  another 
groaned  under  a  chest  of  drawers,  which  had 


been  thrown  upon  his  heal  from  a  window  ! 
while  a  third  Mas  exclaiming  about  his  toea, 
which  had  been  crushed  by  some  heavy 
article  of  household  furniture.  I  noticed  two 
cadets  climbing  a  shop-door,  and  tearing 
down  the  sign  of  the  owner ;  an  ollicer 
smashing  panes  of  glass  with  bis  boots,  and 
entering  the  room  to  look  after  the  tncue&u, 
while  a  student  was  smashing  away  at  the 
portc  coehere  close  by,  to  effect  hn  entrance 
a  la  burylar.  So  intense  was  the  heat  op 
posite  Folkontshi  1  luitiok,  that  the  houses 
caught  fire  without  even  the  contact  of  the 
flames,  it  having  proved  impossible  to  pro- 
cure a  sufficient  quantity  of  water  to  keep 
them  wet.  At  the  same  time  theft  and 
plunder  were  abroad  everywhere.  Tho  real 
owners  being  surrounded  by  crowds  of 
greedy  lookers  on,  frequently  accused  the 
wrong  man,  and  get  a  beating  while  the  rest 
of  the  property  is  abstracted  by  the  innocent 
ones.  For  a  change,  a  real  incendiary  is 
caught  in  the  Apraxin  Pereulek.  At  all 
events,  such  is  the  charge  brought  against 
him  by  tho  infuriated  crowd.  A  young  fel- 
low, half  dead  with  fear,  is  being  dragged 
along  by  a  dozen  labourers  to  be  lynched 
without  a  bearing.  Before  the  procession 
walks  a  bulky  shopkeeper  carrying  aloft  a 
bottle  containing  u  blacksin  liquid,  together 
with  several  writing  utensils  taken  from  the 
unfortunate  victim.  ''Hold  him  fast  i"  "Cut 
him  down  !"  cries  the  crowd.  *•  Here's  the 
identical  powder  I  found  in  the  pocket  of 
this  young  devil  !"  shouts'  another,  produc- 
ing something  from  a  1h»x  in  his  hand.  "But 
this  is  the  powder  for  making  ink,"  says 
another,  who  recognizes  the  poor  capriva  as 
an  innocent  copyist.  The  latter,  nndiuu 
himself  at  liberty  for  a  moment,  crosses  him- 
self devoutly,  and  without  further  ado  runs 
off  for  his  life.    In  a  minute  he  has  disap- 


peared in  a  crowd,  while  the  streets'  ring  with 
the  shouts  of  "Stop  him  ,  stop  him  !'' 

In  Tohernytcht)ff  Pereulok  the  crowd  is 
less  dense,  but  the  heat  unbearable.  In  the 
middle  of  the  street  aro  scattered  about  casks 
of  coffee,  sugar,  butter,  in  pleasing  alterna- 
tion with  furs,  hats,  and  the  like.  A  dumb 
woman,  heedless  of  tho  fire  arid  tho  general 
hubbub,  goes  from  cask  to  cask,  and  evi- 
dently regretting  that  so  much  good  pro- 
visions should  be  thrown  away,  fills  her 
apron  to  overflowing.  There  are  also  boxes 
lull  of  nuts  and  tea,  which  the  people  attack 
with  evident  zest.  From  the  door  of  Shtsbu- 
kine  Dvor  fly  clouds  of  feathers,  which  nre 
taken  up  by  the  wind  and  wafted  about  in 
all  directions.  Casks  of  fruit,  raisins,  oranges, 
are  hurled  out  into  the  streets  from  the  win- 
dows, and  becomo  an  easy  prey  to  the  ex- 
pectant lookers  on.  The  people  encourage 
each  other  in  the  work  of  plunder,  jokes  are 
flying  about,  and  the  merriment  is  universal. 

The  upper  stories  of  the  houses  are  already 
blazing  away,  but  the  shops  down  below  are 
still  closed.  Suddenly  one  of  the  owners 
hurries  to  the  spot,  and,  looking  op  nl  the 
flames,  throws  himself  down  upon  the  crnund 
with  groans  of  despair.  "Look  out !"  now 
shouts  a  voice  from  the  upper  stories.  At 
the  same  moment,  a  heavy  coffer,  clasped 
with  iron,  came  thundering  down  into  the 
street,  and  falls  upon  the  feet  of  someone 
loo  slow  to  get  out  of  tho  way.  We  have 
hardly  time  to  notice  the  accident,  when  a 
man  in  tatters,  with  wild,  "hiring  eyes 
comes  running  along,  flinging  about  his  army 
with  violent  gestures,  and  vociferating  the 
loudest  imprecations.  "He  has  gone  mad," 
shout  the  mob.  "Beware  of  the  madman  !" 
A  woman  with  a  boy  in  her  arms  oomes  out 
from  one  of  tne  houses,  and  is  trampled 
down  by  horses  before  her  eyes.  Again  the 
crowd  takes  up  its  part  of  chorus,  crying  in 
hurried  tones.  "Look  ont  for  the  engine!"— 
"Get  out  of  the  way,  dog  !"— "I  am  killed  !" 
—"Where  rre  the  police?" — "Slop  thief!"' 
"  Stand  still,  or  J'il  kill  you  ou  the  spot  !" 
These  are  some  of  the  elements  making  to- 
gether a  scene  ol  indescribable  confusion. 

On  the  square  in  front  of  the  Ministry  o' 
the  Interior  wngqn  loads  of  papers  are  piled 
up,  which  soon  become  the  sport  of  the  wind. 
But  the  spectators,  riot  being  so  numerous 
in  this  place,  some  little  more  order  is  pre- 
served. The  quai  is  filled  with  furniture, 
carriages,  and  a  variety  of  bundles,  parcels, 
ilc,  many  of  which  are  thrown  into  the 
canal,  while  othors  gel  damaged  as  they  lie 
on  terra  firma. 

It  is  stated  as  certain  that  a  student  of  the 
name  of  Jakovleff  has  been  lately  arrested 
in  the  birracks  of  the  engineers,  'while  try- 
ing to  tnlk  tho  soldiers  over  ti»  his  particular 
views  on  fire  and  water ;  but  ou  being  taken 
before  tho  officers  on  guard,  the  latter  re- 
leased the  member  of  the  propaganda,  who 
instantly  disappeared  from  the  town.  The 
officers  are  now  sent  to  the  citadel. 

I  have  been  also  assured  by  persons  in  au- 
thority that  the  fire  at  the  Homo-office  was 
mainly  caused  by  half  a  dozen  grenades,  which 
were  thrown  into  tho  building  from  a  cah  as

PROCLAMATION. 

No.  3,  A.D.  1882. 

By  Ilis  Excellency  JJMES  DOUGLAS, 
Companion  of  the  Mo*t  Honorable  Order  of 
the  Bath,  Governor  and  Commander-in-Chief 
of  British  Columbia  and  its  Dependencies, 
Vicc-Adiniral  of  the  same,  dec  ,<&  c. 

I'KKAMBLE. 

WHEREAS,  under  and  by  virtue  of  aa  Act  of 
Parliament,  made  and  passed  in  the  session 
of  Parliament  held  in  the  21tt  and  22d  years  of  the 
Reign  of  Her  Majesty  Queen  Victoria,  entitled  an 
Aot  to  proTide  for  the  Government  of  British 
Columbia,"  and  bv  a  Commission  under  the  Great 
Seal  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland,  T,  JAMES  DOUGLAS,  have  been  ap- 
pointed Governor  of  the  said  colony,  and  have  been 
authorized  by  Proclamation  under  the  Public  Seal 
of  the  aaid  colony,  to  make  laws,  institutions  and 
ordinances,  for  the  peace,  order  and  good  govern- 
ment of  the  same. 

And  whereas  a  petition  has  been  received  from 
the  inhabitants  of  Lillooet  and  the  neighboring  dis- 
tricts, praying  for  the  formation  of  a  road  from 
Lillooet  to  tbe  Northern  agricultural  and  mining 
districts  of  the  colony,  and  that  Tolls  should  be 
imposed  to  defray  the  expense  of  constructing, 
maintaiaing  and  improving  a  continuous  line  of 
communication  from  Lillooet  with  the  interior. 

And  whereas  by  an  agreement  dated  the  sixteenth 
day  of  August,  A.  D.  One  Thousand  Eight  Hand- 
red  and  Sixty-Two,  and  made  between  Richard 
Clement  Moody,  a  Colonel  in  the  Royal  Engineers, 
Chief  Commissioner  of  Lands  and  Works,  acting 
on  behalf  lof  the  Government  of  the  colony  of 
British  Columbia  of  the  first  part,  and  Gustavus 
Blin  Wright,  of  Lillooet,  in  the  said  colony, 
Merchant,  of  the  other  part 

The  said  Gustavus  Blin  Wright  contracted  to 
construct  and  complete  a  certain  Wagon  Road  from 
a  certain  point  at  or  near  Lillooet  on  the  Eraser 
River,  along  a  certain  routo  to  a  point  to  be  fixed 
on  the  same  River  at  or  near  Alexandria,  upon  and 
subject  to  the  several  terms,  payments,  conditions 
and  stipulations  in  tbe  said  agreement  more  par- 
ticularly  set  fee th,  and  by  the  said  agreement  it 
was  among  other  things  provided  that  in  part  con- 
sideration of  the  dne  completion  of  tho  first  fifty 
miles  of  the  said  Wagon  Road,  Tolls  should  be 
imposed  in  manner  hereinafter  mentioned  on 
goods,  chattels  and  cattle  using  any  part  of  the 
said  road,  and  that  during  the  construction  of  the 
said  Wagon  Road  tho  said  Government  should 
raako  advances  to  the  said  Gustavus  Blin  Wright 
by  way  of  loan,  re-payable  ont  of  Tolls,  and  at  the 
rate,  in  the  manner  and  subject  as  in  the  said  agree 
ment,  is  more  particularly  mentioned. 

And  whereas  the  first  fifty  miles  of  tbe  said  road 
have  been  duly  completed,  and  the  sura  of  three 
thousand  pounds  has  already  beer,  paid  by  the  said 
Richard  Clement  Moody  to  the  said  Gustavus  Blin

bile  tbe  number  of  voluntary  contribu- 
tions for  the  benefit  of  the  sufferers  remains 
exceedingly  small,  one  M.  Voronine,  a  very 
wealthy  proprietaire  and  notorious  miser, 
who  has  been  frequently  castignted  in  the 
oolumns  of  oar  St.  Petersburgh  Punch,  has 
availed  himself  of  this  opportunity  to  redress 
bis  reputation  once  and  forever.

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  for  tbe  cheaper 
transport  of  merchandise  and  provisions,  and  facil- 
itating the  operations  of  commerce  and  the  develop- 
ment of  the  country,  that  such  reproductive  ex- 
penditure should  be  incurred,  and  that  the  pro- 
posed road  from  Lillooet  to  Alexandria  should  be 
executed  as  speedily  as  possible. 

Now  know  ye,  that  I  do  hereby  declare,  proclaim, 
and  enact  as  follows : 

Creates  a  Toll  of  one  half-penny  per  lb.  on  goods, 
and  one  shilling  per  head  on  cattle. 

I.  From  and  after  the  first  day  of  September, 
One  Thousand  Eight  Huudrcd  and  Sixty-Two, 
thire  shall  be  levied,  assessed,  and  collected  from 
all  persons  whatsoever,  the  sums  following  (that 
is  to  say)  for  every  pound  avoirdupois  of  goods, 
merchandise,  stores,  productions  and  chattels, 
other  than  those  belonging  to  or  employed  in  the 
service  of  the  Government  of  British  Columbia, 
taken  or  carried  along  (but  not  across)  any  part  of 
the  said  road  between'Lillooet  and  Alexandria,  the 
sum  of  One  hnlf-penny  sterling;  and  for  every 
head  of  cattle  of  every  description  passing  on  or 
along  (but  not  across)  any  part  of  the  said  road, 
the  sum  of  one  shilling  sterling. 

Exemptions. 

II.  Provided  that  such  Tolls  shall  not  be  de- 
manded on  goods,  chattels,  or  cattle  simply  carried 
or  passing  across  any  part  of  such  road,  or  belong- 
ing to  or  employed  in  the  service  of  the  Govern- 
ment, or  6©na  fide  used  in  the  construction  of  the 
said  road  upon  proof  satisfactory  to  the  person  for 
the  time  being  collecting  the  said  Tolls,  of  such 
nse,  or  on  manure  or  machinery,  for  mill  or  manu- 
facturing, or  ateamboat  purposes,  passing  or  car- 
ried along  any  part  of  the  said  road,  on  goods, 
chatties,  or  cattle  passing  oroarried  along  any  part 
of  the  said  road,  within  a  circle  of  two  miles,  to  be 
defined  by  the  said  Chief  Commissioner,  around 
any  existent  or  future  town  in  or  immediately  ad- 
joining the  line  of  tbe  said  road. 

Toll  on  articles  not  by  weight. 

III.  Provided,  nevertheless,  that  such  goods, 
chatties,  articles,  and  things  not  hereinbefore  ex- 
empt from  Toll,  as  from  their  construction  or 
otherwise  cannot  be  estimated  by  weight,  shall  be 
subjected  to  such  Tolls,  to  be  collected  and  recov- 
erable with  the  same  penalties  as  Tolls  under  this 
Aot,  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  proscribed  by 
notice  in  that  behalf. 

Power  to  Chief  Commissioner  to  regulate  weights 
carried  and  width  of  tires. 

IV.  Provided  also  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  tbe 
said  Chiof  Commissioner  of  Lands  and  Works  by 
notice  at  any  time  or  times  hereafter  to  regulate 
the  weight  which  shall  be  allowed  on  any  carts, 
wagons,  carriages,  or  other  vehicles  asinst  any  pr  t 
of  the  said  road,  having  regard  to  the  width  of  the 
tire,  and  also  to  regulate  the  width  of  the  tire  to 
be  used  on  the  said  road. 

Power  to  reduce  and  vary  Tolls  with  consent  of 
CetUractors. 

V.  It  shall  bo  lawful  for  the  said  Chief  Commis- 
sioner of  Lands  and  Works,  with  tbe  consent  In 
writing  of  the  said  Gustavus  Blin  Wright,  his  ex- 
ecutors, administrators,  or  assigns,  nntil  redemp- 
tion or  forfeiture  hereinafter  referred  to,  and  after- 
wards without  such  consent,  by  notice  from  time 
to  time  or  at  any  time  to  reduce,  vary,  or  re-estab- 
lish all  or  any  of  the  said  Tolls  to  any  sums  not 
exceeding  the  said  rates,  and  for  such  periods  as 
shall  tor  tht  time  being  or  from  time  to  time  be 
specified  in  that  behalf  in  any  such  notice. 

Collection  of  Tolls. 

VI.  Until  the  Hen  of  the  said  Government  in  the 
said  Tolls  is  fully  paid  and  satisfied,  all  Tolls  levied 
under  the  provisions  oi  this  Act  shall  be  collected 
b)  such  peraon  or  persons,  and  with  and  in  such 
forms  and  manner  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
Act  ss  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Lands  and 
Works  for  the  time  being  shall  from  time  to  time 
in  that  behalf  direct. 

Until  repayment  of  Government  advances,  three- 
fourths  of  Tolls  to  go  to  repay  Government  ad- 
vances. 

VII.  Until  the  Govornment  lien  aforesaid  is 
fully  paid  and  satisfied  by  the  said  Gustavus  Blin 
Wright,  his  executors,  administrators,  or  assigns, 
whether  by  collection  of  Tolls,  repayment  of  ad- 
vances, redemption,  resumption,  or  forfeiture, 
three-fourth  parts  of  all  such  Tolls,  less  the  cost  of 
collecting  the  same,  shall  bo  retained  by  tho  said 
Government,  and  paid  and  applied  to  and  for  the. 
uses,  and  in  the  manner  in  the  said  agreement  of 
the  16th  dav  of  Angust,  A.D.  One  Thousand  Eight 
Hundred  and  Sixty-Two,  in  that  behalf  provided. 

The  remaining  one-fonrth  to  he  paid  to  Contractor 
subject  to  payment  of  outgoings  of  road. 

VIII.  The  remaining  one-fourth  part  of  all  the 
said  Tolls,  less  the  eost  of  collecting  the  same, 
shall  by  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Lands  and 
Works,  or  bis  Agent,  be  paid  to  the  said  Gustavus 
Blin  Wright,  his  executors,  administrators,  or 
assigns,  by  regular  monthly  payments,  on  the  first 
day  of  every  mouth  during  the  period  of  five  years 
from  the  first  day  of  September  A.  D.  1862,  or  un- 
til the  redemption  or  forfeiture  of  tho  said  Road 
and  Tolls  under  the  provisions  In  that  behalf  in 
the  said  agreement  of  the  18th  day  of  August  con- 
tained, subject,  nevertheless,  to  the  expenditure  of 
such  portion  thereof  for  such  repairs,  deviations, 
and  improvements  of  the  said  road,  by  the  said 
Gustavus  Blin  Wright,  his  executors,  administra- 
tors, or  assigns,  and  for  such  Government  inspec- 
tions as  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Lands  and 
Works  for  the  time  being  of  tbe  said  eolony,  or  his 


Agent,  .hall  from  time  to  time  I 
direct,  in  the  manner  in  the  said  -jcreement  of  the 
18th  day  of  August,  A.  D.  One  Thousand  Eight 
Hundred  and  8ixty-Two,  in  that  behalf  provided. 
After  repayment  of  advances,  $c.,  all  Tolls  to  be 
paid  to  Contractor  for  his  own  use,  subject  to  re- 
pairs and  outgoings. 

IX.  When,  and  so  soon  as,  the  whole  charge  of 

the  said  Government  upon  tbe  aaid  Tolls,  whether 
for  advances,  loans,  or  otherwise,  have  been  fully 
paid  and  satisfied  from  Tolls  collected,  repayment 
of  advances,  redemption,  resumption,  or  forfeiture, 
the  whole  of  the  Tolls  to  be  thenceforth  levied,  as- 
sessed, and  collected  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  shall  be  levied,  assessed,  and  collected  by, 
and  for  the  benefit  of,  the  said  Gustavus  Blin 
Wright,  his  executors,  administrators,  and  assigns, 
far  sueh  portion  of  the  term  of  five  years,  from  the 


first  day  of  September,  A.  D.  One  Thousand  Eight 
Hundred  and  Sixty-Two,  as  shall  then  be  subsist- 
ing and  undetermined  under  any  of  the  provisions 
and  conditions  of  the  said  agreement,  subject, 
nevertheless,  to  the  payment  thereout  by  the  said 
Gustavus  Blin  Wright,  his  executors,  administra- 
tors, or  assigns;  and  when,  and  so  often  as,  the 
same  shall  be  required  by  the  said  Chief  Commis- 
sioner, of  the  cost  of  all  repairs,  deviations,  inspec- 
tions, and  improvements,  hereinbefore  mentioned 
or  referred  to. 

Power  of  redemption. 

X.  Provided  always,  and  notwithstanding  any- 
thing hereinbefore  contained,  that  it  shall  be  law- 
ful for  the  aaid  Government,  at  any  time  within 
eighteen  calendar  months  from  the  date  of  this 
Act,  to  redeem  the  aaid  road  and  the  privileges 
hereby  conferred,  or  to  be  conferred,  at  a  prioe  not 
less  than  Thirty-two  Aousand  Pounds  sterling, 
nor  greater  than  Forty-fcvo  thousand  Pounds  ster- 
ling, to  be  fixed  by  sueh  one  Arbitrator  as  shall  be 
mutually  agreed  upon  by  the  «ajd  Gustavus  Blin 
Wright,  his  executors,  adminfstta»rs,  or  assigns, 
and  the  said  Chief  Commissioner  of  Lands  and 
Works  for  the  time  being,  witBin  one  calendar 
month  after  the  publication  of  any  notice,  or  by 
order  of  the  said  Chief  Commissioner  of  Lands  and 
Works  ;  and  in  case  they  cannot  agree  upon  s;ic> 
single  Arbitration,  or  in  ease,  from  any  cause 
whatsoever,  and  whether  before  or  after  the  ap- 
pointment of  such  single  Arbitrator,  at  any  time 
during  the  progress  of  the  proposed  arbitration,  or 
preliminaries  thereto^,  there  shall  appear  to  the 
ssid  Chief  Commissioner  to  be  any  delay  or  diffi- 
culty in  carrying  on  the  same,  then,  at  sueh  price 
between  the  said  limits  as  the  said  Chief  Commis- 
sioner shall  for  the  time  being,  within  three  calen- 
dar months  of  the  said  notice,  specify  by  any  other 
notice,  such  decision  to  bo  final  in  all  respects,  at 
law  and  in  equity,  and  the  amount,  or  price,  so 
finally  fixed,  le»s  the  amount  then  remaining  duo 
and  unpaid  to  the  said  Government  on  account  of 

he  advances  and  expenses  aforesaid,  shall,  within 
two  calendar  months  next  after  such  decision,  be 
paid  over  by  the  said  Chief  Commissioner,  upon 
demand,  at  the  Office  of  Lands  aud  Works,  New 
Westminster,  to  the  said  Gustavus  Blin  Wright, 
his  executors,  administrators,  or  assigns ;  and  such 
payment,  or  in  default  of  such  demand,  a  tender 
of  such  sura  shall  be  deemed  a  discharge  in  full  of 
all  demands  by  the  said  Gustavus  Blin  Wright,  his 
executors,  administrators,  or  assigns,  and  the  loans 
so  guaranteed  by  Government,  and  advances  then 
still  due  from  the  said  Gustavus  Blin  Wright,  hie 
executors,  administrators,  or  assigns,  shall  then, 
as  between  him,  or  them,  and  the  said  Government, 
be  considered  as  paid  and  cancelled,  and  any  lia- 
bility then  connected  therewith  shall  be  borne  by 
the  said  Government. 

&w*ng  of  certain  existing  and  future  rights*m 

XI.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed 
in  any  way  to  entitle  the  said  Gustavus  Blin 
Wright,  his  executors,  administrators,  or  assigns, 
to  infringe  any  existing  private  rights,  or  any  ex- 
isting or  future  public  rights. 

Penalty  upon  evasion  of  Tolls. 

XII.  Any  person,  either  directly  or  indirectly, 
wilfully  evading,  or  attempting  to  evade,  the  pay- 
ment of  any  of  the  duties,  or  Tolls,  hereby  im- 
posed, shall,  for  every  snch  offence,  bo  fined  treble 
tbe  amount  of  Toll,  or  any  sum  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  pounds,  with  or  without  imprisonment, 
for  any  term  not  exceeding 
discretion  of  the  Magistrate. 

How  recoverable. 

XIII.  Any  penalty  under  this  Act  may  be  re- 
covered before  any  Magistrate  in  British  Columbia, 
in  a  summary  way,  and  such  fines  shall  be  piid 
into  the  Treasury  of  the  said  colony  as  part  of  the 
general  Revenue. 

Toll  permit. 

XIV.  Every  person  liable  to  the  payment  of 
Tolls  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  obtain 
a  Toll  permit  from  the  person  to  whom  such  Tolls 
shall  be  payable,  and  who  is  hereby  directed  to 
issue  the  same,  in  such  forms,  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act,  as  the  said  Chief  Commissioner 
shall  from  time  to  time  in  that  behalf  direct. 

Production  of  Toll  permit. 

XV.  Every  such  permit  shall  be  produced  upon

ble as  to  cattle  and  other  dutiable  articles

XVI.  Every  notice  under  the  hand  of  the  Chief 
Commissioner  of  Lands  and  Works  for  the  said 
colony  for  the  time  being,  or  other  officer  for  the 
time  being,  appointed  in  that  behalf  by  the  said

Reply  and  rejoinder  generally  brought  on 
a  collision  between  the  "  town  and  'gown,"  ul- 
the  young  gentlemen  were  accused  of  what  was 
chronologically  impossible. 

People  have  a  right  to  be  angry  at  being 
stigmatised  as  murderers,  when  their  accusers 
have  probability  on  their  side  ;  but  the  "taking 
oil  "  of  Downie  occurred  when  the  gownsmen 
so  maligned  were  in  swaddliug  clothes. 

But  there  was  a  time  wheu  to  be  branded  us 
an  accomplice  io  the  slaughter  of  Richard 
Dowue  made  the  blood  run  lo  the  cheeks  of 
many  a  youth,  and  sent  him  borne  to  his  books 
thoroughly  subdued. 

Downie  was  a  sacrist  or  janitor  at  Maris- 
chal College.  One  of  his  duties  consisted  io 
securing  the  gate  by  a  certain  hour  ;  previous 
to  which  all  the  students  had  to  assemble  in 
the  common  hull,  when:  a  Latin  prayer  was 
delivered  by  the  Principal.  Whether  in  dis- 
charging this  functiou  Downie  was  more  rigid 
than  bis  predecessors  iu  office,  or  whether  he

Gentlemen  of  the  jory,"  said  the  judge, 
without  paying  tbe  slightest  attention  to  this 
appeal,  "  consider  your  verdict ;  and  if  you 
wish  to  retire,  do  so."    The  jury  retired. 

During  their  absence  the  most  profound 
silence  prevailed  ;  and  exoept  renewing  the 
solitary  oandle  that  burnt  beside  the  judge, 
there  was  not  the  slightest  movement 

The  jury  returoeC  and  recorded  a  verdict 
of  guilty. 

The  judge  solemnly  assumed  a  large 
black  cap  and  addressed  the  prisoner. 

"Richard  Downie!  tbe  jury  have  unani- 
mously found  you  guilty  of  conspiring  against

justice  to  tbe  solid  dishes,  washing  nil  down 
with  oopious  librations  of  wines  and  spirits. 
When  he  emerged  from  the  palace,  the  dis- 
guise was  assumed  by  another  of  these  half- 
starved  creatures,  till  in  this  way  nearly  the 
whole  fraternity  availed  themselves  of  the 
epicurean  treat.  At  last  the  Crown  Prince 
entered  tho  apartment,  and  asked  the  stew- 
ard how  the  people  were  enjoying  them- 
selves.
